ORDINANCES 

PASSED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION 
1917-1918 


No.  254. 

An  ordinance  tu  condemn  and  close  certain  portions  of 
( 'alverton  Road,  between  Edmondson  Avenue  and 
Baltimore  Street,  in  accordance  with  a  plat  there- 
of hied  in  the  Office  of  the  Commissioners  for  Open- 
ing  Streets  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1917,  and 
now  on  tile  in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Ma/yor 
and  City  Council  of  Ilultimore,  That  the  Com- 
missioners foi  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they 
arc  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn 
and  cl<  se  certain  portions  of  Calverton  Road, 
as  now  opened  about  49.5  feet  wide,  lying-  be- 
tween Edmonds  n  avenue  and  Baltimore  street. 
the  land  Ik  reby  directed  to  be  condemned  for 
raid  closing  being  described  as  follow-: 

Beginning  for  the  first  portion  at  the  inter- 
section formed  by  the  present  northeasternmost 
side  of  Calverton  road,  as  now  opened,  and  the 
S4  ntlu  rnm<  -t  side  of  an  alley  ten  feet  wide  now 
O]  ened,  the  s<  uthernmost  side  of  said  alley  be* 
ing  parallel  r<  and  distant  105  feet  southerly 
iih  asun  d  ar  right  angles  from  the  southernmost 
side  of  Edmondson  avenue,  and  running  thence 
binding   on   the  said  northeasternmost  side  of 
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Calverton  road,  south  40"  30'  35"  east  99.86, 
feet  to  the  northernmost  side  of  Lauretta  ave- 
nue, as  proposed  to  be  opened;  thence  binding 
on  the  said  northernmost  side  of  Laurette  ave- 
nue, south  87°  21'  13"  west  09.35  feet  to  the 
south  westernmost  side  of  said  Calverton  road ; 
thence  binding  on  the  said  southwesternmost 
side  of  Calverton  road,  north  46c  30'  35"  west 
89.56  feet  to  meet  the  line  of  the  northeastern- 
most  side  of  Garrison  lane,  _as  proposed  to  be 
widened  to  a  width  of  75  feet;  thence  binding 
on  said  line  north  27°  03'  02"  west  33.02  feet; 
thence  north  4:3°  29'  -1W  east  24  feet  to  meet  a 
line  drawn  parallel  to  and  distant  15  feet  south- 
westerly measured  at  right  angles  from  the  said 
northeasternmost  side  of  Calverton  road;  thence 
binding  on  said  line  so  drawn,  south  -1(5°  30'  35" 
cast  54.-17  feet  to  meet  the  southernmost  side 
extended  westerly  of  the  above  mentioned  10 
foot  alley ;  thence  reversing  said  line  so  ex- 
tended and  binding  thereon,  north  s7  21'  13" 
east  20.80  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

And  beginning  for  the  second  portion  at  the 
intersection  formed  by  the  northeasternmost 
side  of  Calverton  road,  as  now  opened,  and  the 
northernmost  side  of  Franklin  street,  as  iioav 
opened  60  feet  wide,  and  running  thence  bind- 
ing on  the  said  northeasternmost  side  of  Calver- 
ton road,  north  40°  30'  35"  west  223.49  feet 
to  the  Southernmost  side  of  Lauretta  avenue, 
as  proposed  to  be  opened ;  thence  binding  on 
the  said  southernmost  side  of  Lauretta  avenue, 
south  87°  21'  13"  west  09.35  feet  to  the  south- 
westernmost  side  of  said  Calverton  road ;  thence 
binding  on  the  said  southwesternmost  side  of 
Calverton  road,  south  46°  30'  35"  east  224.04 
feet  to  the  line  of  the  northernmost  side  of  said 
Franklin  street  extended  in  a  straight  line  west- 
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erly;  thence  reversing  said  line  so  extended  and 

binding  thereon,  north  87c  01/  25"  easl  68.97 
feet  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

And  beginning  for  the  third  portion  at  the 
intersection    formed    by    the    northeasternmost 

side  of  Calverton  road,  as  now  opened,  and  the 
southernmost  side  of  Franklin  street,  as  now 
opened  60  feet  wide,  and  running  thence  south- 
easterly binding  on  the  said  northeasternmost 
side  of  Calverton  mad,  1540  feet,  more  or  less, 
to  the  northernmost  side  of  Lexington  street, 
as  new  opened;  thence  westerly  binding  on  the 
said  northernmost  side  of  Lexington  street,  69 
fur.  more  or  less,  to  the  sonthwesternniost  side 
of  said  Calverton  road;  thence  northwesterly 
binding  on  said  sonthwesternniost  side  of  Cal- 
verton road,  1540  feet,  more  or  loss,  to  the  said 
southernmost  side  of  Franklin  street,  thence 
east*  rly  binding  on  the  said  southernmost  side 
of  Franklin  street,  OS. 9 7  feet  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning. 

And  beginning  for  the  fourth  portion  at  the 
intersection  formed  by  the  northeasternmost  side 
of  Calverton  road,  as  now  opened,  and  the 
southernnK  -t  side  of  Vine  street  20  feet  wide; 
the  said  southernmost  side  of  Vine  street  being 
parallel  to  and  distant  175  feet  southerly  meas- 
ured at  right  angles  from  the  southernmost  side 
of  Lexington  street,  as  now  opened;  and  run- 
ning thenci  southeasterly  binding  on  the  said 
northeasternmost  >ide  of  Calverton  road.  350 
feet,  more  or  l<-s.  to  the  westernmost  *ide  of 
Warwick  avenne,  as  in  process  of  condemnation 
acc<  rding  to  Ordinance  No.  t87,  approved  No- 
vember 25,  L912;  thence  southerly  binding  on 
the  said  westernmost  side  of  Warwick  avenne, 
90.0  f<  <  i,  more  i  r  1<  ss,  to  the  Southwesternmost

side  of  said  Calverton  road ;  thence  northwester- 
ly binding  on  the  said  sonthwesternmost  side  of 
Calverton  road,  465  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the 
line  of  the  southernmost  side  of  said  Vine  street 
extended  in  a.  straight  line  westerly;  thence 
easterly  reversing  said  line  so  extended  and 
binding  thereon,  69  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the 
place  of  beginning. 

And  beginning  for  the  fifth  portion  at  the  in- 
tersection formed  by  the  northeasternmost  side 
of  Calverton  road  as  now  opened  and  the  east- 
ernmost side  of  Warwick  avenue,  as  in  process 
of  condemnation  according  to  Ordinance  Xo. 
187,  approved  Xovember  25,  1912;  and  run- 
ning thence  southeasterly,  binding  on  the  said 
northeasternmost  side  of  Calverton  road,  264 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  meet  a  line  drawn  parallel 
to  and  distant  81  feet  westerly  from  the  west- 
ernmost side  of  Wheeler  avenue  50  feet  wide, 
as  now  laid  out  northerly  from  Calverton  road ; 
thence  southerly.,  binding  on  said  line  so  drawn, 
50  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  sonthwesternmost 
side  of  Calverton  road ;  thence  northwesterly, 
binding  on  the  said  southwesternmost  side  of 
Calverton  road,  243  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the 
said  easternmost  side  of  Warwick  avenue; 
thence  northerly,  binding  on  the  said  eastern- 
most side  of  Warwick  avenue,  84  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  courses  in  the  above  descriptions  are  all 
referred  to  the  true  meridian  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore Topographical  Survey   Commission. 

Said  street  as  directed  to  be  condemned  being 
delineated  and  particularly  shown  on  a  plat 
which  was  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Commis- 
sioners for  Opening  Streets  on  the  fourth  day 
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of  January,  in  the  year  1U 17.  and  is  now  on 

file  in  the  said  office. 

Si-xtiox  2.  -1////  &e  /f  further  ordained, 
Thar  the  proceedings  of  said  Commissioners  of 
Opening  Streets,  with  reference  to  the  condem- 
nation and  closing  of  said  portions  of  said  Cal- 
verton  road,  and  the  proceedings  and  rights  of 
all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be 
regulated  by  and  be  in  accordance  with  all  such 
provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Public  Local  Laws 
of  Maryland,  as  enacted  by  Chapter  VIZ  of  the 
Acts  of  the  Genera]  Assembly  of  Maryland  of 
the  year  1898  (commonly  known  as  the  Xew 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City),  as  may  be  applic- 
able thereto,  as  well  as  all  amendments  thereof, 
and  also  any  other  Acts  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland  which  may  be  applicable  there- 
to :  and  also  in  accordance  with  any  and  all 
Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  now  in  force  and  applicable  thereto.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Josephine  D. 
Cronmiller  to  erect  a  three-story  porch  in  the  rear 
of  the  premises  No.  219  W.  Lafayette  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  permis- 
sion be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Jo- 
sephine D.  Cronmiller  to  erect  a  three-story 
porch  in  the  rear  of  the  premises  Xo.  219  W. 
Lafayette  avenue;  said  porch  to  be  eight  (8) 
feet  by  eighteen  (18)  feet  six  (6)   inches  and 
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to  have  a  pantry  on  the  first  floor.  The  roof  to 
be  of  fire  proof  material  and  to  be  erected  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
of  Baltimore  City  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Building  Laws  of  said  City. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Florence  Parel- 
hoff  to  enclose  second  story  rear  porch  and  extend 
same  from  5  feet  by  9  feet  9  inches  to  7  feet  6  inches 
by  9  feet,  on  premises  No.  2524  Madison  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  permission 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  Florence 
ParelhofT  to  enclose  second  story  rear  porch, 
and  extend  same  from  five  feet  by  nine  feet 
nine  inches  to  seven  feet  six  inches  by  nine  feel 
on  premises  Xo.  2524  Madison  Avenue,  said 
porch  to  have  tin  roof  with  deck,  and  to  be  con- 
structed under  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  of  Baltimore  City. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage.

An   ordinance   granting   permission    to   The   Mac   Lea 

Lumber  Company  to  erect  a  one  story  open  frame 
shed  on  the  south  side  of  Eastern  Avenue  between 
Central  Avenue  and  Eden  Street,  said  shed  to  face 
about  sixty  feet  on  Eastern  Avenue  and  to  run 
southerly  about  one  hundred  and  one  feet  and  to 
be  thirty-two  feet  high. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  permission 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  The  Mac 
Lea  Lumber  Company  to  construct  and  erect  a 

one  story  open  frame  shed  on  the  south  side  of 
Eastern  Avenue  between  Central  Avenue  and 
Eden  Street  to  face  about  sixty  feet  on  Eastern 
Avenue  and  to  run  southerly  about  one  hundred 
and  one  feet  and  to  be  thirty-two  feet  high ; 
roof  to  be  covered  with  asbestos;  said  shed  to 
be  erected  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  existing  laws  and  ordinances  and  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
of  Baltimore  City. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained  that 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  Paragraph  to  Ordinance 
Xo.  155,  of  June  10.  1908.  to  provide  for  n  Charge 
for  Building  Permits. 

Section  L  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new 
Paragraph  be  and  it  is  hereby  added  I"  Section 
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5  of  the  Building  Code,  as  ordained  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  155,  of  June  19,  1908,  said  new 
Paragraph  to  follow  Par.  13  of  Section  5,  to  be 
designated  Par.  13-A,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Par.  13-A.  The  parties  making  every  such 
application  shall  deposit  therewith  a  sum  of 
money  equal  to  $1.00  per  thousand  dollars  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  construction,  altera- 
tion or  repairs  for  which  such  permit  is  asked, 
provided  that  the  minimum  deposit  for  a  permit 
for  new  construction  shall  be  $10.00  and  the 
minimum  deposit  for  repairs  or  alterations  shall 
be  $1.00.  There  is  hereby  imposed,  as  a  license 
tax  or  permit  fee,  for  every  permit  required  by 
this  Article,  a  charge  equal  to  $1.00  per  thou- 
sand dollars  of  the  cost  of  such  construction, 
alterations  or  repairs,  provided  that  the  mini- 
mum charge  upon  a  permit  for  new  building  or 
buildings  shall  be  $10.00  and  the  minimum 
charge  upon  #  permit  for  repairs  or  alterations 
shall  be  $1.00.  Upon  the  completion  of  any 
such  new  buildings,  alterations  or  repairs,  the 
owner  shall  report  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
the  actual  cost  thereof,  and  the  charge  hereby 
made  shall  be  calculated  upon  the  actual  cost; 
and  in  case  of  any  difference  between  the  esti- 
mated and  actual  cost  the  charge  shall  be  ad- 
justed so  as  to  correspond  to  the  actual  cost.

An  ordinance  to  Promote  the  Public  Welfare  and  the 
Public  Health.  Safety  and  Convenience  by  requiring 
the  paving  of  all  Private  Alleys  with  concrete  or 
other  smooth  material. 

Whereas,  the  paving  of  all  the  public  streets 
and  alleys  of  the  city  is  being  rapidly  done  by 
the  Paving  Commission  and- other  public  agen- 
cies ;  and 

Whebeas,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore,  it  is  necessary  for 
the   public   health,    safety   and   convenience   to 

have  all  of  the  private  alleys  of  the  city  prop- 
erly graded  and  paved  with  concrete,  brick  or 
other  smooth   material;   'therefore — 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  ci/i/  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  owners  of  property  abutting 
upon   private   alley-    in    Baltimore   City   which 
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are  not  properly  graded  and  paved  with  con- 
crete or  other  smooth  material  to  properly 
grade  and  pave  said  alleys  with  concrete,  vitri- 
fied brick,  or  other  smooth  material,  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to 
properly  grade  and  pave,  with  concrete,  vitrified 
brick,  or  sheet  asphalt,  whichever,  in  his  judg- 
ment, may  be  best  suited  to  the  particular  alley, 
all  private  alleys  within  the  City  of  Baltimore 
which,  at  any  time  after  sixty  days  subsequent 
to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  he  may  find 
either  unpaved  or  paved  with  cobbles  or  not  in  a 
proper  condition  and  with  a  proper  grade  for 
drainage  or  in  bad  condition  for  want  of  re- 
pairs. All  such  paving  shall  be  done  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  specifications  and  in  a  man- 
ner usually  followed  in  modern  improved  pav- 
ing, and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Charter  relating  to  public  contracts  and 
work.  Twenty  days  before  beginning  the  work 
of  paving  any  alley,  as  herein  provided,  the 
Highways  Engineer  shall  post  a  notice  at  or 
near  each  end  of  said  alley,  stating  that,  after 
the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  date  of 
first  posting  the  notice,  he  will  proceed  to  pave 
said  alley,  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  and 
warning  all  persons  and  corporations  desiring  to 
put  any  pipes  or  conduits  in  said  alley,  or  do 
other  work  requiring  the  digging  up  of  the 
same,  to  proceed  at  once  to  do  such  work.  And 
the  Highways  Engineer  shall  make  reasonable 
efforts  'to  keep  such  notices  posted  until  the 
work  of  paving  the  alleys  shall  actually  begin, 
but  the  keeping  of  said  notices  posted  contin- 
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aously  for  said  time  shall  not  be  a  pre-requisite 
to  the  validity  of  the  assessment  hereinafter  au- 
thorized. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained, 
That,  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  of  pav- 
ing any  private  alley,  as  herein  authorized,  the 
Highways  Engineer  shall  report  to  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  of  Baltimore  City  the  fact  that  such 
paving  has  been  done,  and  the  date  when  same 
was  completed,  and  the  total  expense  of  doing 
said  work,  including  the  expenses  reasonably  in- 
curred by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  for  pub- 
lishing the  notice  hereinabove  provided,  and  for 
ascertaining  the  names  of  the  abutting  property 
owners.  He  shall  also  report  the  names  of 
the  owners  of  property  abutting  or  binding  upon 
said  alley,  with  the  number  of  feet  each  abuts 
thereon.  Upon  receipt  of  said  report  from  the 
Highways  Engineer,  the  Appeal  Tax  Court 
shall  publish  a  notice  once.,  in  two  of  the  daily 
newspapers  of  Baltimore  City,  stating  that  such 
alley  has  been  paved,  giving  the  location  there- 
of, and  that  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  will  hear 
any  owner  of  property  abutting  thereon,  in  ref- 
erence to  his  liability  for  part  of  the  cost  of 
such  work,  within  ten  days  after  the  publication 
of  said  notice.  And  the  Appeal  Tax  Court 
shall  also  deposit  in  the  mail,  within  two  days 
after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  a  copy  there- 
of in  an  envelope  properly  stamped  and  ad- 
dressed to  the  owner  of  each  property  abutting 
upon  such  alley.     An  envelope  addressed — "To 

the  owner  of  No , 

street"  (giving  the  street  number)  shall  be  a 
sufficient  compliance  with  this  requirement  as  to 
the  address.  And  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall 
hear  any  such  owner  who  may  desire  to  be  heard 
within  said  ten  days,  and  after  the  expiration 
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of  said  ten  days  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall 
assess  the  entire  cost  incurred  by  the  Highways 
Engineer  in  doing  said  work,  together  with  the 
expense  of  the  notice  to  be  inserted  by  the  Ap- 
peal Tax  Court,  upon  all  owners  of  property 
binding  or  abutting  upon  said  alley,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  feet  which  each  property 
binds  or  abuts  upon  said  alley.  Provided  that, 
in  counting  the  number-  of  feet  which  any  prop- 
erty abuts  upon  the  alley  so  paved,  the  actual 
number  of  such  feet  shall  be  taken  as  to  all  lots 
having  their  front  or  rear  upon  said  alley,  but 
corner  lots,  having  their  front  on  some  inter- 
secting or  crossing  alley,  and  having  their  side 
upon  the  alley  so  paved,  shall  be  counted  for 
only  one-third  of  the  length  of  such  side,  and 
the  total  expense  of  paving  the  alley  shall  be 
divided  equally  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
feet  abutting  upon  said  alley  counted  as  therein 
directed.  Any  person  so  assessed  shall  have  20 
days  in  which  to  appeal  to  the  Baltimore  City 
Court,  and,  upon  taking  any  such  appeal,  shall 
have  the  right  to  have  all  questions  relating  to 
his  liability  to  said  assessment  determined  by 
the  said  Court,  or  by  a  Jury  if  a  Jury  trial  is 
asked,  in  the  same  manner  as  questions  relating 
to  the  assessment,  or  an  increase  in  the  assess- 
ment, of  property  for  taxes  are  heard  and  deter- 
mined by  said  Court.  After  the  expiration  of 
said  twenty  days,  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall 
report  the  assessment  so  made  to  the  City  Col- 
lector, who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in 
the  same  manner  as  taxes  upon  real  estate  are 
collected.  Said  assessment  shall  be  liens  upon 
the  property,  the  owners  of  which  are  so  as- 
sessed, from  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the 
work  for  which  such  assessments  are  made,  sub- 
ject, as  to  any  party" who  may  have  appealed,  to 
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the  final  determination  of  the  Court  or  Jury 
upon  such  appeal.  In  the  event  such  assessment 
is  sustained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Court  or 
a  Jury,  the  lien  shall  relate  hack  to  the  time  of 
completing  the  work.  Said  assessments  shall 
be  due  as  soon  as  reported  to  the  City  Collector, 
and  may  be  paid  without  interest  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  next  suc- 
ceeding the  date  of  such  report  to  the  City  Col- 
lector, and,  unless  paid  within  that  time,  shall 
bear  interest  from  and  after  the  expiration  of 
said  calendar  year  next  succeeding  the  date  of 
such  report  to  the  Collector.  And  the  City  Col- 
lector shall  have  the  same  remedies  for  the  col- 
lection of  said  assessments,  interest  and  penal- 
ties as  are  provided  by  law  or  ordinance  for  the 
collection  of  ordinary  taxes  upon  real  estate, 
provided  that  any  person  so  assessed  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  paying  said  assesment  in  two 
equal  installments,  one-half  within  six  months, 
and  the  remaining  half  within  twelve  months

An  ordinance  to  repeal  sections  55-A.  56-A,  56-B  and 
59  of  Article  14  of  the  Baltimore  City  ('ode  of  VM)6, 
title  "Health."  suh-title  "Food.  Food  Products  and 
Milk,"  as  amended  by  Ordinance  103.  approved  May 
6.  1008,  and  to  re-ordain  said  sections  with  amend- 
ments, and  to  add  twelve  new  sections  to  said  arti- 
cle, to  be  designated  Sections  55-E,  59-A,  59-B;  59-C, 
59-1  >.  59-E,  59-F,  59-G,  59-H,  59-1,  59-J  and  59-K ; 
and  to  further  regulate  the  production,  manufacture, 
handling,  sale  and  distribution  of  milk  and  milk 
products  in  Baltimore  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  Section 
55rA  of  Article  14  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
of  1906,  title,  "Health/'  sub-title  "Food,  Food 
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Products  and  Milk,"  as  the  same  was  ordained 
by  Ordinance  L03,  approved  May  6,  1908,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained 
so  as  to  read  as  fellows: 

55-A.  Every  person  or  corporation  desiring 
to  bottle  or  handle  for  sale,  or  to  offer  or  expose 
for  sale,  or  to  sell,  dispose  of,  exchange  or  de- 
liver milk  or  cream  (the  words  "milk  or  cream" 
as  herein  used  being  intended  to  mean  milk, 
cream,  skimmed  milk,  buttermilk  or  other 
fermented  milk)  or  to  manufacture  for  sale 
ice  cream  or  butter,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
shall  make  application  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  f<»r  a  permit  so  to  do.  Such  appli- 
cation shall  be  made  on  a  printed  form  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  upon 
demand,  and  the  applicant,  if  an  individual, 
shall  state  therein  his  full  name  and  residence, 
and  if  a  corporation,  shall  state  therein  the 
name  of  such  corporation  and  the  full  name  and 
residence  of  each  of  its  officers.  Such  applica- 
tion shall  als.»  state  the  location  of  the  place  at 
which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  on  the  business, 
and  whether  the  applicant  desires  to  pasteurize 
or  bottle  milk  or  cream,  to  sell  milk  or  cream  in 
the  original  unbroken  package,  or  to  manufac- 
ture for  sale  ice  cream  or  butter.  Such  appli- 
cation shall  also  contain  a  statement  of  the  num- 
ber and  character  o\  wagons  or  other  vehicles, 
if  any,  to  lx  used  by  the  applicant  in  or  about 
his  business;  also  the  number  of  cows,  if  any, 
•  wned  or  controlled  by  the  applicant,  and  such 
other  data  concerning  the  conduct  of  such  busi- 
ness as  the  Commissioner  of  Health  may  re- 
quire. The  Commissioner  of  Health,  upon  re- 
c(  ipt  of  such  application,  shall  cause  to  be  inves- 
tigated the  place  of  business  described  in  such 
application,  and  the  wagons  and  other  vehicles, 
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if  any,  intended  to  be  used  by  such  applicant. 
If  such  places  of  business  and  such  wagons 
and  other  vehicles  are  found  upon  such  in- 
vestigation to  be  in  a  sanitary  condition  and 
fit  for  the  uses  and  purposes  to  which  they 
are  intended  to  be  put,  said  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  forthwith  register  said  applicant 
in  a  proper  record  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose, 
and  issue  a  permit  authorizing  such  applicant 
to  carry  on,  engage  in  and  conduct  the  business 
applied  for  in  Baltimore  City  at  the  place 
designated  in  such  application.  Such  permits 
shall  specify  the  kind  or  kinds  of  business  to  be 
conducted.  All  permits  granted  pursuant  to 
this  Ordinance  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  for  the  persistent, 
repeated  or  willful  violation  of  any  law  or  ordi- 
nance, or  of  any  regulation  of  the  Commission- 
er of  Health,  governing  the  handling  or  sale  of 
milk  or  cream,  or  the  manufacture  for  sale  of 
ice  cream  or  butter  in  Baltimore  City ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  such  permit  shall,  at  any 
time,  be  revoked  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
unless  he  shall  first  have  given  the  holder  of  the 
same  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  of 
his  intention  to  revoke  such  permit,  and  an  op- 
portunity to  be  heard  by  him  as  to  why  such

The  provi- 
sions c^  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to 
apply  to  milk  or  cream  which  has  been  dena- 
tured in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  and  which  is  not  intended  for 
human  food. 

Section  2.  And  be  if  further  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  Ciiy  Council  of  Baltimore,  that 
a  new  section  be  added  to  Article  14  of  the  Bal- 
timore City  Code  of  Pant;,  title  "'Health, "  sub- 
title ""Food.  Food  Products  and  Milk,"  to  be 
designated  Section  55-E  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  55-D  hereof,  as  the  same  was  or- 
dained by  Ordinance  103.  approved  May  6, 
1908,  and  to  read  as  follow-: 
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55-E.  Every  permit  heretofore  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  55-A  of  this  Article 
shall  expire  five  months  after  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  unless  an  application 
for  renewal  thereof  be  made  on  or  before  that 
date,  in  which  event  such  permit  shall  remain 
in  force  until  the  Commissioner  of  Health  acts 
upon  the  application  for  renewal  and  notifies 
the  applicant  in  writing  that  a  renewal  has  been 
granted  or  refused.

Only  one  inspection  fee  is  to  be  paid 
where  the  application  is  for  a  permit  to  pasteur- 
ize or  bottle  milk  or  cream,  and  also  to  sell  milk 
or  cream  or  to  manufacture  ice  cream  or  butter 
upon  the  same  premises,  and  in  such  cases,  the 
fee  shall  be  ten  ($10.00)  dollars.  All  such  in- 
spection fees  paid  shall  be  promptly  accounted 
for  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  imme- 
diately paid  over  by  him  to  the  Comptroller  for 
the  use  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
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Section  3.  And  be  if  further  ordamed  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that 
Sections  56-A  and  56-B  of  Article  14  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  of  190G,  title  "Health," 
sub-title  "Food,  Food  Products  and  Milk,"  as 
the  same  was  ordained  by  Ordinance  103,  ap- 
proved May  6,  1908,  be  and  the  same  are  here- 
by repealed  and  re-ordained  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

56-A.  All  customers  who  receive  milk  or 
cream  from  vendors  in  cans,  bottles,  vessels  or 
other  containers,  which  are  to  be  returned  to  said 
vendors,  shall  immediately  after  emptying  the 
same  and  before  their  return  as  aforesaid,  cause 
such  cans,  bottles,  vessels  or  other  containers  to 
be  washed  and  thoroughly  cleansed.  All  dealers 
in  milk  or  cream  receiving  such  milk  or  cream 
in  cans,  vessels,  or  other  containers  which  are 
to  be  returned  to  the  person  shipping  or  deliv- 
ering the  same  to  such  dealers  shall  immediately 
after  emptying  the  same  before  their  return  as 
aforesaid  cause  such  cans,  bottles,  vessels  or 
other  containers  to  be  cleansed  and  sterilized 
with  boiling  water  or  otherwise  subjected  to  a 
moist  heat  at  a  temperature  of  200  degree- 
Fahrenheit,  or  sterilized  by  other  method  ap- 
proved by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  all 
dealers  in  milk  or  cream  retailing  the  same  in 
cans,  bottles,  vessels,  containers  or  receptacles  of 
any  kind  shall  thoroughly  cleanse  and  sterilize 
in  the  manner  above  set  forth  all  such  cans,  bot- 
tles, vessels,  receptacles  and  containers  before 
such  milk  or  cream  is  placed  therein  for  deliv- 
ery to  customers.  Anv  violation  of  or  failure  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty 
($50.00)  dollars.

56-B.  ~No  person  shall  transfer  milk  or  cream 
from  one  receptacle,  can,  bottle,  or  vessel  of  any 
kind  to  another  vessel  of  the  same  or  other  kind 
on  wharves,  railroad  depots,  on  streets  or  in 
wagons,  except  for  the  purpose  of  salvage  of 
milk,  when  the  milk  can  is  damaged.  Any  vio- 
lation of  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that 
Section  59  of  Article  14  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  of  1906,  title  "Health/'  sub-title  "Food, 
Food  Products  and  Milk,"  as  the  same  was  or- 
dained by  Ordinance  103,  approved  May  6, 
1908,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and 
re-ordained  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

59.  Only  pure,  unadulterated,  unsophisti- 
cated, and  wholesome  milk  shall  be  sold  or  of- 
fered for  sale  in  Baltimore  City,  and  such  arti- 
cles shall  be  understood  to  be  the  natural  prod- 
uct of  healthy  cows,  which  has  not  been  deprived 
of  any  part  of  its  cream,  and  to  which  no  addi- 
tional liquid  or  solid  or  preservative  has  been 
added,  and  which  at  a  temperature  of  60  de- 
grees Fahrenheit  shall  have  a  specific  gravity 
of  not  less  than  1.029  and  contain  not  less  than 
L2  per  cent,  of  total  solids,  of  which  not  less 
than  3%  per  cent,  shall  be  milk  fats,  and  of 
which  not  less  than  8%  per  cent,  shall  be  solids 
other  than  milk  fats.  H o  milk  sold,  received, 
kept,  offered  for  sale,  or  delivered  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  shall  in  any  particular  be  under  the 
standard  herein  described  without  being  con- 
sidered impure,  adulterated,  sophisticated  or 
unwholesome.     Nothing  in  this  section  .of  this 
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Article  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
skim  milk,  buttermilk,  sour  milk,  milk  prepared 
by  fermentation  or  other  processes,  milk  powder, 
condensed  milk,  or  of  modified  milk  prepared 
under  the  prescription  of  a  physician,  provided 
they  he  sold  and  plainly  marked  or  labeled  as 
such ;  and  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
from  permitting  what  is  known  as  the  standard- 
ization or  adjustment  of  milk  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Commissioner  of  Health  may  de- 
termine. 

Only  pure,  unadulterated,  unsophisticated 
and  wholesome  cream  shall  be  sold  or  offered 
for  sale  in  Baltimore  City,  and  such  article 
shall  be  understood  to  be  the  product  of  healthy 
cows  which  is  free  from  all  constituents  foreign 
to  normal  milk,  and  which  contains  not  less  than 
18  per  cent,  of  milk  fat.  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
cream  containing  less  than  18  per  cent,  milk 
fat,  provided  the  percentage  of  total  solids  and 
of  milk  fat  of  such  cream  does  not  fall  below 
the  requirements  of  milk  as  above  defined  and 
provided  the  container  of  such  cream  be  plainly 
labeled  with  the  percentage  of  milk  fat  of  such 
cream. 

Any  violation  or  failure  to  comply  with  any" 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punish- 
able by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  ($20.00) 
dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00 > 
dollars. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained  by 
(he  Mayor  mid  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that 
cloven  new  sections  be  and  they  are  hereby 
added  to  Article  14  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
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of  1906,  title  "Health,"  sub-title,  "Food,  Food 
Products  and  Milk,"  as  amended  by  Ordinance 
103,  of  May  6,  1908,  said  new  section  to  follow 
Section  59  and  to  be  designated  59-A,  59-B, 
59-C,  59-D,  59-E,  59-F,  59-G,  59-H,  59-1,  5 9- J 
and  59-K  and  to  read  as  follows: 

59-A.  Milk  and  cream  products  and  handled 
in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  this  sec- 
tion and  such  additional  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall 
be  known  as  "Standard  Milk  Pasteurized"  and 
"Standard  Cream  Pasteurized,"  respectively. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  is  authorized  to 
prohibit  the  sale  or  use  in  Baltimore  City  of  any 
ice  cream  or  butter  or  other  milk  product  which 
is  made  from  milk  or  cream  which  is  below  the 
requirements  for  Standard  Milk  Pasteurized  or 
Standard  Cream  Pasteurized,  or  any  ice  cream, 
butter  or  other  milk  product  which  for  any  other 
reason  is  unfit  for  human  food,  and  no  person 
shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  sell  or  deliver  for  con- 
sumption in  the  City  of  Baltimore  any  ice  cream 
or  butter  or  other  milk  product  the  sale  or  use 
of  which  shall  have  been  so  prohibited  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health. 

All  milk,  skimmed  milk,  or  cream  held,  kept, 
offered  for  sale,  sold  or  delivered  for  consump- 
tion in  the  City  of  Baltimore  or  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice  cream  or  butter,  buttermilk, 
or  other  fermented  milks,  whey  or  curd,  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  produced,  pasteur- 
ized and  handled  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the 
following  rules  and  definitions,  and  in  conform- 
ity with  such  additional  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  in  Sections  59-B, 
59-D,  59-E  and  59-F  of  this  article. 
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Eule  1.  Standard  Milk  Pasteurized  and 
Standard  ('ream  Pasteurized  shall  be  produced 
on  dairy  farms  haying  dairy  farm  permits  issued 

pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  59-H  of 

this  Article. 

Rule  2.  Standard  Milk  Pasteurized  shall  not 
contain  more  than  100,000  bacteria  per  cubic 
centimeter  after  pasteurization  and  prior  to  de- 
livery. 

Eule  3.  Standard  Milk  Pasteurized  shall  not 
contain  more  than  1,500,000  bacteria  per  cubic 
centimeter  before  pasteurization. 

Rule  4.  Pasteurized  Milk  shall  be  milk 
which  has  been  unit' manly  heated  to  a  tempera- 
tuie  between  1-12  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  150 
degrees  Fahrenheit  and  maintained  at  that  tem- 
perature for  not  less  than  30  minutes,  and  cooled 
immediately  to  a  temperature  of  45  degrees 
Fahrenheit  or  less ;  provided,  however,  that  noth- 
ing in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  Commissioner  of  Health  from  permit- 
ting the  heating  of  milk  to  temperatures  higher 
than  150  degrees  Fahrenheit,  if.  in  the  opinion 
of  said  Commissioner  of  Health  such  higher  tem- 
peratures are  desirable. 

Pasteurized  milk  or  skimmed  milk  which  is 
us<  d  for  the  manufacture  of  any  milk  products, 
or  pasteurized  cream  shall  be  milk  or  cream 
which  has  been  uniformly  heated  to  a  tempera- 
ture of  1-12  degrees  Fahrenheit,  or  higher,  and 
maintained  at  that  tempt  ratine  for  not  less  than 
30  minutes.  But  the  period  of  holding  may  be 
reduced  one  minute  for  each  *  additional  degree 
of  uniform  temperature  of  heating  of  such  milk 
or  skimmed  milk  to  be  used  for  the  manufacture 
<>f  milk   products   or  cream,    with   a   minimum 
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period  of  holding  of  live  minutes.  Such  milk 
or  cream  shall  he  cooled  immediately  after  pas- 
teurization to  a  temperature  of  45 .  degrees 
Fahrenheit  or  less,  unless  the  same  is  to  he  used 
for  buttermilk  or  other  ripened  milk  products. 

Rule  5.  Milk  or  cream,  while  in  the  plant 
where  it  was  pasteurized  or  where  it  is  held, 
kept  or  stored,  shall  be  maintained  at  a  temper- 
ature below  50  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  pasteur- 
ized milk  or  cream  shall  be  maintained  at  all 
times,  prior  to  delivery,  at  a  temperature  below 
60  degrees  Fahrenheit,  unless  otherwise  per- 
mitted by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

Rule  6.  Pasteurized  milk  shall  not  be  re- 
pasteurized  and  sold  as  milk,  except  by  authori- 
zation of,  and  under  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

Rule  7.  Pasteurized  milk  shall  not  be  sold, 
delivered,  or  offered  for  sale  after  36  hours  from 
the  day  of  pasteurization. 

Rule  8.  No  pasteurizing  apparatus  or  appli- 
ances shall  be  used  for  the  pasteurization  of  milk 
or  cream  for  sale  or  for  use  in  the  manufacture 
of  milk  products  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  until 
and  unless  such  apparatus  and  appliances  are 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  or 
his  subordinates. 

Rule  9.  ~No  building,  or  any  part  of  any 
building  intended  for  the  pasteurization,  bot- 
tling, storage  or  handling  of  milk  or  cream  shall 
be  erected,  altered  or  enlarged  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  without  a  permit  from  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health.  All  applications  for  such  per- 
mits' shall  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  shall  be  accompanied  with  plans  and 
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full  details  of  the  contemplated  erection,  altera- 
tion or  enlargement.  Plans  shall  be  submitted 
in  duplicate.  One  copy  shall  be  retained  by 
the  Commissioner  and  the  other  returned  to  the 
applicant  This  requirement  is  in  addition  to 
any   building  permit  required  by   law  or  ordi- 


Ivule  10.  All  apparatus  and  appliances  in  a 
plant  where  milk  or  cream  is  pasteurized  shall 
be  so  constructed  that  they  can  be  readily 
cleansed  and  sterilized.  All  such  apparatus  and 
appliances  shall  be  thoroughly  sterilized  imme- 
diately prior  to  every  time  they  are  used,  and 
shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed  immediately  fol- 
lowing every  use  thereof.  All  bottles  and  other 
containers  of  milk  or  cream,  shall  have  been 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  sterilized  with  boiling 
water  or  otherwise  subjected  to  a  moist  heat -.at 
a  temperature  of  200  degrees  Fahrenheit  or 
sterilized  by  other  method  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  before  being  filled  with 
milk  or  cream. 

Rule  11.  An  automatic  temperature  record- 
ing apparatus  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  or  his  duly  authorized  subordinates,, 
shall  be  installed  on  pasteurizing  appliances,  and 
shall  be  so  maintained  that  it  will  accurately 
record  the  temperature  to  which  the  milk  or 
cream  has  been  raised,  and  so  far  as  possible 
the  duration  of  time  the  milk  or  cream  is  main- 
tained at  the  recorded  temperature ;  and  also 
record  the  temperature  to  which  pasteurized 
milk  or  cream  is  cooled.  All  records  and  charts 
shall  be  dated  and  filed  at  the  pasteurizing  plant 
and  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health,  or  his  duly  appointed 
subordinates. 
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Rule  12.  Pasteurized  milk  or  cream  shall 
not  be  bottled  or  placed  in  other  receptacles  in 
any  place  other  than  in  the  plant  where  it  has 
been  pasteurized.  Xo  person  or  dealer  in  milk 
shall  offer  for  sale,  sell  or  deliver  any  milk  or 
cream  in  quantities  of  less  than  one  gallon  un- 
less the  same  be  kept,  offered  for  sale,  exposed 
for  sale,  sold  or  delivered  in  sanitary  glass 
bottles  or  such  other  receptacles  or  in  such 
other  manner  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health. 

Eule  13.  Xo  person  shall  sell,  or  with  intent 
so  to  do,  have  in  his  possession,  care,  custody  or 
control  any  pasteurized  milk  or  cream  unless 
such  milk  or  cream  is  contained  in  and  is  sold 
in  a  tightly  closed  container  in  which  it  was  pas- 
teurized or  placed  immediately  after  pasteuriza- 
tion and  then  closed  and  kept  continuously 
closed  until  after  sale.  All  milk  and  cream  shall 
be  placed  in  bottles  or  other  receptacles  and 
capped  or  tightly  closed  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
prevent  the  contact  of  the  person  of  the  operator 
with  the  milk  or  cream.  The  filling  or  capping 
of  bottles  by  hand  is  prohibited. 

Selected  Ban-  MWk  and  Selected  Raw  Cream. 

59-B.  Milk  and  cream  produced  and  handled 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  knoAvn  as  "Selected  Raw  Milk" 
and  "Selected  Raw  Cream/'  respectively.  Any 
person  or  corporation  desiring  to  sell,  offer  for 
sale,  expose  for  sale,  dispose  of  or  exchange 
milk  or  cream  which  has  not  been  pasteurized 
shall,  in  addition  to  securing  a  permit  for  the 
sale  of  milk  and  cream  as  required  by  Section 
55-A  of  this  Ordinance,  also  make  application  to 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  for  a  permit   to 
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sell  raw  milk  or  cream.  Such  application  shall 
contain  the  full  name  and  residence  of  the  ap- 
plicant, and  if  a  corporation  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  each  of  its  officers.  Such  application 
shall  also  state  the  location  of  all  premises  upon 
which  the  milk  or  cream  is  to  he  produced, 
handled  or  stored.  The  Commissioner  of  Health, 
upon  receipt  of  such  application,  shall  furnish 
the  applicant  with  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  handling  and  distribution  of  raw 
milk,  and  shall  cause  to  be  investigated  the 
premise-  described  in  such  application;  and 
shall  also  cause  to  be  inspected  all  equipment 
upon  the  premises.  If  such  premises  and  such 
equipment  are  found  upon  such  investigation 
to  be  in  a  sanitary  condition,  and  suitable  for 
the  uses  and  purposes  of  handling  milk  intended 
for  consumption  in  its  raw  state,  the  said  Com- 
missioner of  Health  shall  forthwith  register  said 
applicant  in  a  proper  record  to  be  kept  for  the 
purpose,  and  shall  issue  a  permit  authorizing 
such  applicant  to  carry  on,  engage  in,  and  con- 
duct the  business  of  vendor  of  raw  milk  and 
cream  in  Baltimore  City  at  the  place  designated 
in  the  application.  The  applicant  for  a  permit 
to  sell  milk  or  cream  that  has  not  been  pasteur- 
ized shall  secure  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  a  form  of  application  for  a  permit  for 
each  producer  from  whom  he  proposes  to  pro- 
cure such  milk  or  cream,  and  when  these  appli- 
cations shall  have  been  properly  filled  out  and 
filed  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  furnish 
the  applicant  for  each  of  the  producers  a  set  i^t' 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  production 
of  Selected  Raw  Milk,  and  shall  in  each  case 
cause  a  careful  investigation  to  he  made  of  the 
condition  of  the  herd,  the  farm  and  its  equip- 
ment, and  if  found  satisfactory  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health   shall   register   the  said  pro- 
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ducer  in  a  proper  record  to  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  shall  issue  a  "Raw  Milk  Farm  Per- 
mit" authorizing  said  producer  to  ship  milk  or 
cream  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  sale  or  dis- 
tribution, without  pasteurization.  All  permits 
granted  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  may,  at  any 
time,  be  revoked  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
for  failure  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations which  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall 
have  issued  in  accordance  with  the  power  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  any  ordinance. 

Selected  raw  milk  and  cream  shall  be  pro- 
duced, handled,  sold  and  distributed  in  accord- 
ance with  all  the  requirements  of  Section  5 9- A 
of  this  ordinance,,  except, those  relating  to  pas- 
teurization, and  in  addition  in  conformity  with 
the  following  rules  and  such  other  requirements 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulation  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  in  pursuance  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Rule  1.  This  milk  shall  be  produced  on 
dairy  farms  having  Raw  Milk  Dairy  Farm  Per- 
mits, issued  pursuant  to  this  Section  of  this 
Article.  The  cream  shall  be  cream  from  such 
milk.  These  permits  shall  be  issued  only  to 
such  farms  as  in  their  character  and  equipment 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  for  the  pro- 
duction of  raw  milk.  These  farms  shall  be  in- 
spected and  scored  at  least  quarterly. 

Rule  2.  This  milk  shall  be  solely  from  cows 
annually  subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test,  and 
certified  to  be  free  from  disease  by  a  veterinar- 
ian designated  or  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health.  The  tuberculin  test  shall  have  been 
applied   in   accordance  with  rules   and  regula- 
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tions  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 
All  reactors  shall  be  immediately  removed  from 
possible  contact  with  the  dairy  herd,  and  the 
premises  disinfected  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  oi'  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry.  Examination  of  the  cattle 
and  premises  shall  be  made  as  often  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and 
all  animals  found  to  be  diseased  shall  be  imme- 
diately removed  from  possible  contact  with  the 
dairy  herd;  and  if  the  nature  of  the  disease  is 
such  as  to  justify  it,  the  owner  may  be  required 
to  disinfect  the  premises  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  United  States  Bu- 
reau of  Animal  Industry. 

Rule  3.  All  persons  employed  in  or  about 
the  barns  or  milk  house,  or  who  in  any  manner 
come  in  contact  with  the  milk  on  the  farms  on 
which  such  milk  or  cream  is  produced,  or  in 
any  place  where  such  milk  or  cream  is  exposed 
or  placed  in  any  containers,  shall  have  passed 
medical  examination  satisfactory  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  indicating  that  such  em- 
ployees are  free  from  communicable  diseases  and 
are  not  carriers  of  disease  producing  organisms. 
All  such  persons  shall  be  examined  as  often  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 
Any  communicable  illness  of  such  persons,  or 
of  any  members  of  the  household  in  which  they 
live,  shall  immediately  exclude  such  persons 
from  possible  contact  with  the  milk,  and  the 
nature  of  the  illness  shall  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  to 
the  distributor  to  whom  the  milk  is  shipped. 
The  medical  examinations  shall  be  made  by  a 
physician  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  producer. 
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Rule  4.  Selected  Raw  Milk  shall  not  contain 
more  than  50,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter 
prior  to  delivery  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
consumer  within  forty-eight  hours  after  produc- 
tion. 

Labeling. 

59-C.  All  containers  in  which  milk  or  cream 
is  offered  for  sale,  sold  or  delivered  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  shall  be  plainly  labeled  as  follows, 
namely : 

All  containers  of  milk  or  cream  which  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  Standard  Milk  Pas- 
teurized or  Standard  Cream  Pasteurized,  as  de- 
fined by  Section  59-A  hereof,  shall  be  plainly 
labeled  "Standard  Milk  Pasteurized,"  if  the 
contents  of  the  container  be  milk,  and  ^Stand- 
ard Cream  Pasteurized, v  if  the  contents  be 
cream,  respectively,  except  in  cases  of  such  con- 
tainers which  are  properly  labeled  in  conform- 
ity with  the  provisions  of  Section  59-E  hereof; 
And  all  containers  of  milk  or  cream,  which  con- 
forms to  the  requirements  of  Selected  Raw  Milk 
or  Selected  Raw  Cream,  as  defined  by  Section 
59-B  hereof,  shall  be  plainly  labeled  "Selected 
Raw  Milk/'  if  the  contents  of  the  container  be 
milk,  and  "Selected  Raw  Cream,"  if  the  con- 
tents be  cream,  respectively,  except  in  case-  of 
such  containers  which  are  properly  labeled  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Section  59-D 
hereof;  and  all  containers  of  milk  or  cream 
which  is  below  the  requirements  for  the  Stand- 
ard Milk  Pasteurized  and  Standard  Cream  Pas- 
teurized, shall  be  plainly  labeled  "Below  Stand- 
ard Milk,"  if  the  contents  of  the  container  be 
milk,  and  "Below  Standard  Cream,"  if  the  con- 
tents of  the  container  be  cream,  respectively,  or 
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with  such  other  mark  or  marks  as  the  Commis- 
sioner  of  Health  may  require  in  the  exercise  of 
the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  Section 
59-F  hereof. 

All  containers  of  cream  which  contains  less  than 
18  per  cent,  of  milk  fat,  shall  be  plainly  labeled 
with  the  percentage  of  milk  fat  which  such 
cream  contain-,  and  containers  of  other  cream, 
the  milk  fat  content  of  which  is  as  much  as  or 
more  than  18  per  cent,  may,  at  the  option  of 
the  dealer,  be  labeled  with  the  percentage  of 
milk  fat  of  such  cream. 

All  such  containers  shall  be  plainly  labeled 
with  the  name  of  the  person  or  corporation  sell- 
ing the  wilk  or  cream,  and  if  the  milk  or  cream 
is  pasteurized,  the  container  shall  be  plainly 
labeled  with  the  location  of  the  plant  in  which 
the  milk  or  cream  has  been  pasteurized  and  the 
day  of  the  week  on  which  such  milk  or  cream 
was  pasteurized  unless  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Xo  person  or  persons  shall  hold,  keep,  offer 
for  sale  or  deliver  for  consumption  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  any  milk  or  cream  bearing  any 
label  other  than  that  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
unless  such  other  label  be  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  and  any  labeling  contrary 
to  the  provisions  hereof,  or  failure  to  label  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  hereof  or  any 
other  violation  of  the  provisions  hereof,  shall 
!»'  a  in i -demeanor,  punishable  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  59-K  of  this  Article. 

If.  at  any  time  hereafter,  lettering  or  other 
designation  of  milk  or  cream  fullfilling  the  re- 
quirements  of  this  ordinance  shall   come  into 
such  ireneral  use  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
^3 
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Commissioner  of  Health,  it  would  be  desirable, 
in  the  interest  of  uniformity  of  designation,  to 
substitute  such  lettering  or  other  designation 
for  the  labeling  herein  required,  he  is  authorized 
hereby  to  do  so. 

59-D.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may 
permit  the  sale  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  of  raw 
milk  or  raw  cream,  bearing  the  label  "Certified 
Milk"  or  "Certified  Cream,"  provided  that  such 
milk  or  cream  shall  conform  to  and  shall  be 
handled  in  accordance  with  all  the  requirements 
of  Section  59-B  of  this  Article,  and  in  addition 
to  these  requirements  shall  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements for  Certified  Milk  and  Certified 
Cream  as  provided  in  Section  23  of  Article  58 
of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  as  the  same 
was  re-enacted  by  Chapter  337  of  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1916,  or 
which  may  be  provided  in  any  amendment  there- 
of which  may  hereafter  be  made. 


Selected  Milk  Pasteurized  and  Selected  Cream 
Pasteurized. 

59-E.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  per- 
mit the  sale  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  of  pasteur- 
ized milk  or  pasteurized  cream,  bearing  the 
label,  "Selected  Milk  Pasteurized"  or  "Selected 
Cream  Pasteurized,"  provided  such  milk  or 
cream  conforms  with  and  is  handled  in  accord- 
ance with  all  the  requirements  of  Section  59-A 
of  this  Article,  and  in  addition  conforms  with 
and  is  handled  in  accordance  with  the  following- 
rules  for  "Selected  Milk  Pasteurized"  or  "Se- 
lected Cream  Pasteurized,"  and,  further,  con- 
forms with  such  additional  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Health  may  establish. 


ORDINANCES,  35 

Rule  1.  This  milk  shall  be  milk  solely  from 
cows  annually  examined  and  subjected  to  the 
tuberculin  test  and  certified  to  he  free  from 
disease  by  a  veterinarian  designated  or  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health.  The  tubercu- 
lin test  shall  have  been  applied  in  accordance 
with  rules  and  regulations  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health.  All  reactors  shall  be  re- 
moved immediately  from  possible  contact  with 
the  dairy  herd  and  the  premises  disinfected  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry.  The 
tuberculin  testing  of  herds  producing  Selected 
.Milk  Pasteurized  or  Selected  Cream  Pasteurized 
shall  not  be  required  prior  to  January  1.  1919, 
but  such  herds  shall  be  regularly  subjected  to 
physical  examination  for  tuberculosis  prior  to 
that  date.  Examination  of  the  cattle  and  p  rein- 
stall be  made  as  often  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  at  least 
semi-annually ;  and  all  animals  found  to  be  dis- 
eased shall  be  immediately  removed  from  pos- 
sible contact  with  the  dairy  herd,  and  if  the 
nature  of  the  disease  is  such  as  to  justify  it, 
the  owner  may  be  required  to  disinfect  the  prem- 
ises in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry. 

Rule  2.  All  persons  employed  in  or  about 
tb<  barns,  or  milk  house  or  who.  in  any  manner, 
come  in  contact  with  the  milk  on  the  farms  on 
which  such  milk  or  cream  is  produced,  or  in 
any  place  where  such  milk  or  cream  is  exposed 
or  placed  in  any  containers,  -hall  be  examined 
for  communicable  diseases  as  often  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 
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Rule  3.  This  milk  shall  contain  not  more 
than  200,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  be- 
fore pasteurization,  nor  more  than  30,000  bac- 
teria per  cubic  centimeter  after  pasteurization, 
prior  to  delivery. 

Eule  4.  This  milk  and  cream  shall  be  dis- 
tributed only  by  a  person,  firm  or  corporation 
having  a  permit  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  for  the  sale  of  Selected  Milk  Pasteurized 
and  Selected  Cream  Pasteurized. 

Rule  5.  The  building  and  the  pasteurizing 
and  bottling  apparatus  and  appliances  used  for 
the  pasteurizing,  handling,  storing  or  bottling 
of  Selected  Milk  Pasteurized  or  Selected  Cream 
Pasteurized  shall  not  be  used  for  the  pasteuriz- 
ing, handling,  storing  or  bottling  of  any  milk  or 
cream  not  conforming  to  all  requirements  for 
the  sale  of  Selected  Milk  Pasteurized  and  Se- 
lected Cream  Pasteurized,  provided,  however, 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Health  may  permit 
the  pasteurization,  handling,  bottling  and  stor- 
age in  the  same  building  and  with  the  same  ap- 
paratus and  appliances,  of  Selected  Milk  Pas- 
teurized and  Selected  Cream  Pasteurized  and 
Standard  Milk  Pasteurized  and  Standard 
Cream  Pasteurized  and  Below  Standard  Milk 
or  Cream  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  complete 
and  continued  separation  of  the  different  classes 
of  milk  and  cream  is  assured. 


Below  Standard  Milk  and  Cream. 

59-F.  Milk  or  cream  which  for  any  reason 
is  below  the  requirements  for  Standard  Milk 
Pasteurized  or  Standard  Cream  Pasteurized, 
shall  be  known  as  Below  Standard  Milk  or 
Cream,  and  such  milk  or  cream  may  be  kept, 
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offered  for  sale,  sold,  delivered  or  used  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  only  by  authority  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  and  only  for  such  purposes 
and  in  accordance  with  such  restrictions  and 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  him. 

If  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  author- 
ize any  such  milk  or  cream  to  be  kept,  sold,  de- 
livered or  used  for  human  food  or  for  the  manu- 
facture of  food  products,  the  same  shall  be  pas- 
teurized and  handled  in  the  manner  set  forth 
in  Section  59-A  hereof,  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  may  require  that  such  milk  or  cream 
shall  be  heated,  in  the  process  of  pasteurization, 
to  such  temperature,  higher  than  that  required 
by  said  Section  59-A,  as  he  may  prescribe. 

If  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  author- 
ize any  such  milk  or  cream  to  be  kept,  sold,  de- 
livered or  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  for 
human  food,  or  the  manufacture  of  food  prod- 
ucts, he  shall  require  that  such  -milk  or  cream 
be  discolored  or  denatured  in  such  manner 
as  he  may  prescribe,  to  the  end  that  the  sale  or 
use  thereof  for  human  food  or  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  food  products  may  be  prevented. 

( 'ontainers  of  such  milk  or  cream  shall  be 
labeled  Below  Standard  Milk  or  Below  Stand- 
ard Cream,  as  required  by  Section  59-C  hereof, 
or  with  such  other  mark  or  marks  as  the  Cnin- 
missioner  of  Health  may  require. 

Provided  that  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
shall  not  permit  the  sale  of  milk  or  cream  below 
the  requirements  for  standard  milk  pasteurized 
or  standard  cream  pasteurized  for  ordinary  do- 
mestic consumption  except  under  general  regu- 
lations applicable  to  all  milk  coming  under  the 
standard  prescribed  in  such  regulations. 
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59-G.  The  bacterial  counts  required  in  this 
ordinance  or  which  may  be  required  in  any  reg- 
ulation of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  issued  in 
pursuance  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  determined 
by  the  taking  of  not  less  than  five  consecutive 
bacterial  counts  taken  over  a  period  of  not  less 
than  one  week  nor  more  than  one  month  and 
the  result  of  at  least  80  per  cent,  of  such  tests 
agreeing  in  conformity  or  lack  of  conformity 
with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  or  of 
such  regulation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
shall  determine  the  rating  or  grade  of  the  milk 
or  cream  respectively  as  to  the  matters  so  tested 
of  the  dairy,  dairy  farm  or  milk  plant  from 
which  such  samples  come  and  of  the  milk  and 
cream  produced,  handled,  or  sold  therein  or 
therefrom. 

Dairy  Farm  Permits. 

59-H.  !N"o  person  shall  bring  or  send  into 
the  City  of  Baltimore  for  sale  any  milk  or  cream 
without  a  dairy  farm  permit  from  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  so  to  do.  Application  for  said 
permit  shall  be  made  in  writing  upon  a  form 
prescribed  by  said  Commissioner  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  such  detailed  description  of  the 
dairy  farm  or  dairy  where  said  milk  or  cream 
is  produced  or  stored  as  said  Commissioner  may 
require.  The  filing  of  the  application  for  a 
dairy  farm  permit  shall  be  sufficient  authority 
for  the  shipment  of  milk  or  cream  until  such 
time  as  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have 
had  the  dairy  herd  and  premises  of  the  appli- 
cant inspected  and  shall  have  issued  a  dairy 
farm  permit  to  such  applicant,  or  shall  have 
notified  the  applicant  that  such  permit  will  not 
be  issued,  after  which  the  applicant  shall  cease 
to  send  milk  or  cream  into  the  City  of  Balti- 
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more.  The  dairy  farm  permit  may  be  revoked 
at  any  time  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  for 
failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this 
ordinance  or  with  any  rules  or  regulations  that 
may  be  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
in  accordance  with  power  conferred  upon  him 
by  law  or  ordinance.  Hairy  farm  permits  shall 
expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue.  iSTo 
dealer,  person  or  corporation  shall  receive,  sell, 
offer  for  sale,  expose  for  sale,  dispose  of  or  ex- 
change in  the  City  of  Baltimore  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  milk  or  cream  which  has  been  produced 
on  any  premises  for  which  a  dairy  farm  permit 
has  not  been  issued  or  applied  for. 

59-1.  Xo  person  shall  offer  for  sale,  sell, 
give,  furnish,  exchange  or  deliver  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  any  milk  or  milk  product  from  any 
cow  or  cows  fed  either  in  whole  or  in  part  upon 
swill,  wet  distillery  waste,  starch  waste,  or  any 
substance  or  mixture  to  which  swill,  wet  dis- 
tillery waste,  or  starch  waste  has  been  added, 
or  upon  any  cannery  refuse,  unless  the  feeding 
of  said  cannery  refuse  shall  be  specifically  per- 
mitted by  the  written  permit  of  the  Health  Com- 
missioner of  Baltimore  City,  which  said  permit

or  milk  product,  because  the  same  is  a  product 
from  any  cow  or  cows  fed  upon  what  is  com- 
monly known  as  brewers  spent  grain. 
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5 9- J.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall 
have  power  to  adopt  such  regulations  as  he  may 
deem  proper  and  necessary  to  insure  that  all 
condensed  milk,  condensed  cream,  evaporated 
milk,  evaporated  cream,  or  other  milk  or  cream 
products  in  Baltimore  City  be  produced,  stored, 
kept,  distributed,  retailed  and  delivered  under 
conditions  rendering  them  suitable  for  consump- 
tion as  human  food  and  rendering  impossible 
the  sale  of  any  such  products  as  fresh  milk  or 
cream. 

59-K.  Any  person  or  persons  who  violate, 
disobey,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  provisions  of  Sections  59,  59-A,  59-B, 
59-C,  59-D,  59-E,  59-F,  59-G,  59-H,  59-1 
or  5 9- J  of  this  Article  (as  ordained  by  this  or- 
dinance) shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty 
($20.00)  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars,  for  each  offense,  and  the 
milk  or  food  products  in  the  possession  of  any 
person  or  persons  so  violating,  disobeying,  re- 
fusing or  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  may  be  confiscated,  de- 
stroyed or  denatured  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  or  any  inspector  or  other  representative 
of  the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more who  examines  the  same. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  five  months 
after  the  date  of  its  passage.

Museum  of  Art  to  use  a  small  part  of  Wymau  Park, 
adjacent  to  the  building  which  it  proposes  to  erect 
adjoining:  said  Park,  opposite  the  end  of  Thirty- 
first  Street,  for  approaches  to  said  Building;  and 
granting  access  to  said  Building  through  Wymau 
Park. 

Whereas  the  Baltimore  Museum  of  Art  pro- 
poses to  construct  a  handsome  building,  with 
grounds  surrounding  the  same,  on  a  portion  of 
the  property  now  belonging  to  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University ,  immediately  adjoining  Wymau 
Park  opposite  the  intersection  of  the  west  side 
of  Charles  Street  and  Thirty-First  Street ;  and 
desires  to  have  the  use  of  a  small  part  of  Wyman 
Park,  adjoining  its  said  building,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  constructing  suitable  approaches  or 
grounds  in  front  of  said  building;  and  desires 
also  to  have  access  to  its  said  building,  for  its 
employees  and  the  public,  through  said  Park. 

No w  therefore — 

Sectiox  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  permission 
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be  and  it  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Baltimore 
Museum  of  Art,  a  corporation,  to  occupy  and 
use  immediately  in  front  of  the  lot  which  it 
proposes  to  acquire  from  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  as  the  site  for  its  Art  Museum  ad- 
joining Wyman  Park  to  the  west  side  of  the 
sunken  garden  opposite  the  intersection  of 
Charles  and  Thirty-First  Sts.  As  shown  on 
Plan  No.  6342-3  hereto  attached  and  made  a 
part  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Park  area  shown 
on  said  plan,  but  not  exceeding  said  area,  for 
the  construction  of  suitable  approaches  to  its 
said  building  and  ground,  and  to  ornament  the 
ground  in  said  Park,  so  designated  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  suitable  and 
attractive  approaches  to  its  said  building,  and 
harmonize  with  its  said  building  and  grounds, 
all,  however,  subject  to  such  rules,  regulations 
and  limitations  as  may  be  determined  upon  by 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners ;  and  also  to 
have  access  through  Wyman  Park  to  its  said 
buildings  for  its  employees  and  others  and  for 
the  public  visiting  the  same. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  the  space  which  may  be  so  oc- 
cupied or  used  by  it  within  Wyman  Park,  as 
well  as  the  design  and  dimensions  of  any  bridge 
or  other  structure  placed  therein  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
and  by  the  Board  .of  Estimates  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  access  to  said  building  through  said 
Park  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  regulation 
by  the  said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
in  the  judgment  of  the  City  Council,  the  use  of 
the  public  property  hereby  granted  being  for  a 
public  purpose  no  charge  shall  be  made  there- 
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for;  but  the  Baltimore  Museum  of  Art  sball 
itself  pay  the  expense  of  making  any  changes 
in  the  ground  in  front  of  its  said  lot  and  build- 
ing, the  use  of  which  is  hereby  granted  it,  which 
it  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  adapt- 
ing the  same  to  such  use;  and  shall  thereafter 
maintain  the  same  at  its  own  expense. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  re- 
serves title  to  all  of  the  property  for  which  the 
use  hereinabove  mentioned  is  granted,  but  the 
right  to  use  the  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid 
shall  continue  for  so  long  as  the  said  Baltimore 
Museum  Art  shall  maintain  its  said  building  as 
an  Art  Museum  open  to  the  public  under  rea- 
sonable regulations.

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  collection  of  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Highways  Engineer  in  paving  foot- 
ways. 

Whereas,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  it  is  necessary  for 
the  public  safety  and  convenience,  and  also  bene- 
ficial to  the  abutting  property  in  an  amount 
equal  to  the  charge  upon  the  owner  of  said  prop- 
erty herein  provided  for,  to  have  all  the  side- 
walks of  all  paved  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  in  the 
City  properly  graded  and  paved  and  maintained 
in  that  condition ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Balti- 
more City  has  heretofore  paved  a  large  number 
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of  sidewalks  of  paved  streets,  lanes  or  alleys 
and,  in  many  eases,  the  cost  of  such  paving  has 
been  paid  to  the  City  by  the  owners  of  property 
abutting  thereon  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
feet  said  property  so  abutted,  and  in  other  cases 
the  owners  of  property  abutting  upon  such  side- 
walks so  paved,  re-paved  or  repaired  by  the 
Highways  Engineer,  have  refused  to  pay  any 
part  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  it  is  just  and  prop- 
er that  they  should  be  required  to  do  so. 

Now,  Therefore : 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  in  all  cases 
where  the  Highways  Engineer  shall  have  grad- 
ed, paved,  re-paved  or  repaired  any  sidewalk  of 
any  paved  street,  lane  or  alley,  which  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  found  was  not  properly 
graded  or  paved  or  was  out  of  repair  or  otherwise 
in  a  defective  condition,  and  which  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer  determined  it  was  necessary  for 
the  public  safety  and  convenience  to  have  grad- 
ed, paved,  re-paved  or  repaired,  and  the  owners 
of  the  property  abutting  upon  any  such  side- 
walk shall  have  refused  or  neglected  to  pay  the 
cost  of  the  work  done  by  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer upon  such  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  prop- 
erty of  such  abutting  owner,  then  the  said  High- 
ways Engineer  is  hereby  directed  to  report  to 
vthe  Appeal  Tax  Court  of  Baltimore  City  the 
total  expense  of  grading,  paving,  re-paving  or 
repairing  any  such  sidewalk,  including  the  ex- 
pense, reasonably  incurred  by  said  Highways 
Engineer,  in  ascertaining  the  names  of  the  abut- 
ting property  owners  and  the  number  of  feet 
which  the  property  of  each  abuts  upon  the  side- 
walk upon  which  such  work  was  done.  Upon 
receipt  of  said  report  from  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer   the   Appeal    Tax    Court    shall    publish    a 
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notice  once,  in  two  of  the  daily  newspaper-  of 
Baltimore  City,  stating  that  audi  sidewalk  has 
been  graded,  paved,  re-paved  or  repaired  giv- 
ing the  location  thereof,  and  that  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court  will  hear  any  owner  of  property 
abutting  thereon  in  reference  to  his  liability 
for  a  part  of  the  cost  of  such  work  within  ten 
days  after  the  pnblication  of  said  notice.  And 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  hear  such  owner 
wh<>  may  desire  to  he  heard  within  said  ten 
days,  and  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten  days 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  as.-ess  the  entire 
cost  incurred  1>y  the  Highways  Engineer  in  do- 
ing said  work,  together  with  the  expense  of  the 
notice  to  be  inserted  by  the  Appeal  Tax  Court. 
upon  all  owners  of  property  binding  or  abutting 
upon  the  sidewalk  so  improved,  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  feet  which  each  property  binds 
or  abuts  np< >n  said  sidewalk ;  omitting,  however, 
from  any  such  assessment  any  owner  of  abut- 
ting property  who  may  have  already  paid  his 
proportion  of  such  expense,  as  herein  provided. 
Any  person  so  assessed  shall  have  twenty  days 
in  which  to  appeal  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court, 
and.  upon  taking  any  snch  appeal,  shall  have  the 
right  to  have  all  questions  relating  to  his  liabil- 
ity to  said  assessment  determined  by  the  said 
Court,  or  by  a  jury,  if  a  jury  trial  is  asked,  in 
the  same  manner  as  questions  relating-  to  the 
anent,  or  an  increase  in  the  assessment  of 
property  for  taxes  are  heard  and  determined 
by  said  Court.  After  the  expiration  of  said 
twenty  days,  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  report 
the  assessment  so  made  to  the  City  Colli 
who  -hall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  ;i-  taxes  upon  real  estate  are  collected. 
Said  assessments  shall  be  lien-  upon  the  prop- 
erty, the  owners  of  which  i  ssed,  from 
the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  work  for  which 
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such  assessments  are  made,  subject,  as  to  any 
party  who  may  have  appealed  to  the  final  deter- 
mination of  the  Court  or  Jury  upon  such  ap- 
peal. In  the  event  such  assessment  is  sustained 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Court  or  a  Jury,  the 
lien  shall  re1  ate  back  to  the  time  of  completing 
the  work.  Said  assessments  shall  be  due  and 
payable  as  soon  as  reported  to  the  City  Collec- 
tor, and,  if  not  paid,  shall  bear  interest  from 
the  first  of  the  month  succeeding  the  date  of 
such  report.  And  the  City  Collector  shall  have 
the  same  remedies  for  the  collection  of  said  as- 
sessments and  interest  as  are  provided  by  law 
or  ordinance  for  the  collection  of  ordinary  taxes 
upon  real  estate.  Provided  that  no  interest 
shall  be  collected  upon  any  such  assessment 
which  is  paid  within  the  calendar  month,  next 
after  the  one  in  which  such  assessment  was  re- 
ceived by  the  Collector. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  in  addition  to  the  remedy  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 1  hereof,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  recover  by 
suit  or  action  at  law  against  the  owner  of  any 
property  upon  any  sidewalk  of  any  paved  street, 
which  may  have  been  graded,  paved,  re-paved 
or  repaired  by  the  Highways  Engineer,  acting 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Article  35  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  190(3,  as  amended 
by  Ordinance  No."  102  of  May  10th,  1912,  and 
Ordinance  No.  7  of  June  26th,  1915,  all  the 
costs  reasonably  incurred  by  the  Highways  En- 
gineer in  connection  with  such  grading,  paving, 
re^paving  or  repairing  of  that  portion  of  said 
sidewalk  upon  which  the  property  of  any  such 
abutting  owner  abuts  or  binds.

ington Street  on  the  north,  and  the  City  Solic- 
itor is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  on  behalf 
of  and  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  to  proceed  by  condemna- 
tion to  acquire  any  and  all  property  or  prop- 
erties within  the  territory  hounded  by  Holliday

ing in  such  revaluation  the  value  derived  from 
said  right,  to  renewals  not  exceeding,  in  the  ag- 
gregate, twenty-five  (25)  years;  that  upon  the 
termination  of  said  right  herein  granted,  there 
shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  prop- 
erty of  said  grantee  to  be  constructed  in  the 
beds  of  Lakewood  Avenue  and  O'Donnell  Street 
by  virtue  of  this  Ordinance,  which  shall  be  and 
become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
at  its  election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee  said 
valuation;  the  said  payment  to  be  a  fair  and 
equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as  property, 
excluding  any  value  derived  from  the  right  or 
franchise  by  this  Ordinance  granted;  the  slid 
revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore  provid- 
ed for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators, 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore,

times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  hereafter  by 
Ordinanee  or  Ordinances  be  Prescribed,  any  Appro- 
priation for  any  Improvements  made  in  pursuance 
of  this  Ordinance  to  be  first  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Park  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City. 

Whereas,  by  Act  of  1908,  Chapter  188,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  was  au- 
thorized to  issue  the  stock  of  said  corporation  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  three  million  dollars 
($3,000,000)  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the 
park  system  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  of 
developing  and  improving  the  said  park  system 
as  now  existing  or  as  so  extended,  and  for  the 
acquisition,  establishment  and  improvement  of 
boulevards  or  parkways,  and  for  the  acquisition 
of  lands  and  interests  therein  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Civic  Center  or  general  centre  district 
for  public  or  other  buildings,  and  a  public  square 
or  squares  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may 
by  ordinance  or  ordinances  prescribe.

An  ordinance  granting  n:o  Standard  Oil  Company,  a 
corporation  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  the  right  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  Pier  or  Wharf  in  front  of 
its  land  at  Canton,  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  near 
Second  Avenue.' 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  right  is 
hereby  granted  to  the  Standard  Oil  Company, 
a  corporation  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  a  pier  or  wharf  in  front  of 
its  land  and  premises  at  Canton,  as  shown  in 
red  on  the  annexed  blue-print  and  described  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  in  the  East- 
ern Boundary  line  of  Baltimore  City  at  the  dis- 
tance of  07  feet  and  9  inches  southerly  from  the

An  ordinance  to  decrease  the  danger  of  fire  at  grain 
elevators  and  at  Piers  at  which  cotton  and  naval 
stores  are  being  handled  or  stored  in  the  Patapsco 
River  and  its  tributaries  by  providing  that  vessels 
using  steam  loading  or  unloading  at  such  elevators 
or  piers  shall  be  provided  with  spark  arresters. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  be' 
the  duty  of  every  owner,  agent,  master  or  cap- 
tain of  any  vessel  or  craft  propelled  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  steam  or  on  which  any  steam  engines, 
boilers  or  stoves  are  used,  to  cover  securely  each 
funnel  or  smoke-stack  on  such  vessel  with  an 
efficient  metal  spark  arrester,  the  wire  mesh  of 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  to  the  inch, 
when  crossing  the  pierhead  line  in  approaching 
any  grain  elevator,  or  any  Pier,  in  the  Patapsco 
River  or  its  tributaries,  at  which  cotton  or 
naval  stores  are  being  handled  or  are  stored, 
and  shall  keep  same  covered  the  entire  time 
while  within  said  pierhead  line. 
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Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  agent,  owner, 
master  or  captain  of  any  such  vessel  propelled 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam  while  loading  or 
discharging  cotton  or  naval  stores  into  or  from 
said  vessel  at  any  Pier  in  the  Patapsco  River 
or  its  tributaries,  to  protect  or  have  protected 
all  hatch  combings  so  that  the  cargo  of  cotton 
or  naval  stores  so  loaded  or  unloaded  shall  not 
come  in  contact  with  the  combings. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner,  agent, 
master  or  captain  of  any  vessel,  or  craft,  pro- 
pelled in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam,  while  in  the 
Patapsco  River  or  its  tributaries,  and  while 
said  vessel  or  craft  is  loading  or  discharging  a 
cargo  of  cotton  or  naval  stores,  to  couple  its  fire 
hose  and  keep  the  same  ready  for  use  at  all 
times  while  so  loading  or  discharging  such  cargo 
at  said  wharf  or  Pier,  and  it  shall  keep  suffi- 
cient steam  while  so  loading  or  discharging,  at 
all  hours  of  the  day,  on  the  donkey  or  one  of  the 
main  boilers,  to  enable  a  full  stream  of  water  to 
be  turned  on  in  case  of  fire  occurring  upon  or 
alongside  said  vessel  or  craft;  and  to  supply 
such  vessel  with  sufficient  fire  hose  to  reach  to 
each  and  every  hatch  of  the  said  vessel  or  craft.

Field,  City  Solicitor,  acting  for  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  Charles  J.  Bolgiano,  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  do  here- 
by ratify  and  confirm  the  agreement  dated  April 
25?  19 17,  with  Charles  J.  Bolgiano,  entered 
into  by  Samuel  S.  Field,  City  Solicitor,  on  be- 
half of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more and  being  as  follows: 

Agreement,  made  this  25th  day  of  April, 
1917,  between  Samuel  S.  Field,  City  Solicitor, 
acting  (subject  to  the  condition  of  confirma- 
tion by  ordinance  as  hereinafter  stated)  for  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
Charles  J.  Bolgiano. 

Whereas,  in  the  proceedings  for  the  condem- 
nation and  opening  of  the  Key  Highway  the 
Commissioners    for    Opening    Streets    assessed 
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$1940.  for  benefits  against  the  property  belong- 
ing to  Charles  J.  Bolgiano,  a1  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  Montgomery  Street  and  Key  Highway 
and  allowed  him  no  damages,  although  the  con- 
demnation would  take  the  west  wall  of  his  build- 
ing for  its  whole  length  of  97  feet ; 

And  Whereas,  no  damages  were  allowed  be- 
cause it  was  claimed  by  the  Commissioners  for 
Opening  Streets  that  Reppert  Street,  the  bed 
of  which  is  included  in  the  Key  Highway,  was 
dedicated  and  that  said  wall  encroached  upon 
said  Reppert  Street  and  upon  said  Key  High- 
way, as  shown  by  the  condemnation  plats  of 
said  Key  Highway ; 

And  Whereas,  the  said  Charles  J.  Bolgiano 
claims  that  Reppert  Street  never  was  dedicated 
and  that  even  if  it  was  dedicated,  the  east  line 
thereof  was  west  of  the  west  wall  of  said  build- 
ing, which  has  been  standing  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  and  that  the  said  wall  was  wholly 
on  his  lot  and  that  he  and  his  predecessor  in 
title  have  been  in  exclusive  possession  of  all 
the  ground  upon  which  said  wall  stands  and 
all  to  the  east  of  it  for  more  than  twenty  years 
with  the  claim  of  ownership  thereof  and  that 
his  title  thereto  is  perfect; 

And  Whereas,  the  said  Charles  J.  Bolgiano 
also  claims  that  the  assessment  for  benefits 
against  his  property  is  excessive!,  and  he  has 
taken  an  appeal  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court 
from  the  award  of  benefits  and  from  the  action 
of  the  Commissioners  in  failing  to  allow  him 
damages ; 
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And  Whereas,  he  is  willing  to  compromise 
and  settle  the  controversy  upon  the  terms  here- 
inafter stated  and  the  controversy  is  a  proper 
one  for  a  compromise. 

Now  therefore  this  agreement  ivitriessetli , 
that  the  parties  hereto  hereby  agree  that  the 
said  controversy  shall  be  settled  upon  the  fol- 
lowing terms :

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  close  all  that  portion 
of  the  Windsor  Mill  Road  lying  in  the  bed  of  Cause- 
way Street  formerly  First  Street  in  accordance  with 
a  plat  heretofore  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commis- 
sioners for  Opening  Streets  on  the  22hd  day  of 
August  1917,  and  now  on  file  in  that  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
close  all  that  portion  of  the  Windsor  Mill  Road 
lying  in  the  bed  of  Causeway  Street.  The  por- 
tion of  said  road  to  be  condemned  and  closed 
being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  intersection  of 
the  easternmost  side  of  Causeway  Street,  for- 
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merly  First  Street,  and  the  northernmost  side 
of  Windsor  Mill  R  ad.  said  point  being  distant 
29.01  feet  southerly  from  the  southeast  corner 
of  Presbury  and  Causeway  Streets,  and  running 
thence  southerly  and  binding  on  the  easternmost

83.9  feet  to  a  point  on  the  north  side  of  Wicom- 
ico Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of 
Wicomico  Street.  Beginning  for  the  centre  line 
of  said  track  in  the  track  now  constructed  on 
Wicomico  Street  at  a  point  310.2  feet  south  of 
the  south  side  of  Bush  Street  and  running 
thence  by  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of 
285.6  feet  the  distance  of  54  feet  to  a  point, 
thence  by  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of 
262  feet  the  distance  of  83.9  feet  to  a  point 
on  the  Xorth  side  of  Wicomico  Street. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall,  at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power 
and  right  to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public 
interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,

And  he  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly 
reserved  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  reg- 
ulation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  grant  herein  contained  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that  in 
the  event  of  the  said  grantee1,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  refusing,  neglecting  or  failing  to  com- 
ply with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  upon 
which  the  said  franchise  or  right  are  hereby 
granted,  said  franchise  or  right  shall  be  and  be- 
come wholly  null  and  void. 

Section  4\  And  he  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns 
shall  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down  from 
time  to  time,   its   said   railway  track   on   said 
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street,  adjust  it-  said  track  to  the  grade  of  such 
street,  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
established  by  law,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense 
keep  the  space  between  the  said  track  and  for 
two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  re- 
pair, and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep  the  same 
free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  with- 
out obstructing'  the  other  portions  of  said  street 
on  either  side  of  said  track,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
City  if  and  so  often  as  said  street  shall  be  paved 
on  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any  other 
officers  or  agents,  duly  authorized  by  law,  the 
cost  of  paving  or  repaying  the  space  between 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  there- 
of.

the  left  the  distance  of  60  feet  to  a  point; 
thence  by  a  curve  to  the  left,  with  a  radius  of 
278.94  feet,  the  distance  of  53.11  feet  to  a  point: 
thence  by  a  curve  to  the  right,  with  a  radius  of 
278.94  feet,  the  distance  of  100.75  feet  to  a 
point ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  running  parallel 
to  and  8  feet  from  the  South  building  line  of 
Nicholson  Street  the  distance  of  64  feet. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  single  railroad  track  in  the  bed  of 
Nicholson  Street.

to  a  point;  thence  by  a  curve  to  the  right,  with 
a  radius  of  278.94  feet,  the  distance  of  100.75 
feet  to  a  point ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  run- 
ning parallel  to  and  s  feet  from  the  South  build- 
ing line  of  Nicholson  Street  the  distance  of  64 
feet. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall,  at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power 
and  right  to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public 
interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted, 
and  that  the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as

"City  of  Baltimore,"  Sub-Title  "Charter,"  and 
that  the  right  herein  granted  -hall  be  held,  exer- 
cised and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five 
year-,  and  with  the  further  right  in  said  grantee, 
at  a  tail-  revaluation,  including  in  such  revalu- 
ation the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  re- 
newals nor  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty- 
five  years;  that  upon  the  termination  of  said 
right  herein  granted  there  .-hall  be  a  fair  valu- 
ation of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  said  gran- 
tee, to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance. 
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which  shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  at  its  election,  on  its  paying 
said  grantee  said  valuation;  the  said  payment 
to  be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same 
as  property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from 
the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordinance  granted, 
the  said  revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore 
provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two  arbi- 
trators, one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  appointed 
by  the  grantee,  its  representatives  or  assigns, 
who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  be- 
tween themselves,  shall  appoint  a  third  arbitra- 
tor, and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbi- 
trators shall  be  final  and  binding  as  to  the  reval- 
uation and  valuation  aforesaid;  provided,  that 
if  the  said  twTo  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reason- 
able time  fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the 
Mayor  shall  appoint  suclmimpire. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained. 
That  the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  reg- 
ulation and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  grant  herein  contained  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that  in 
the  event  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  refusing,  neglecting  or  failing  to  com- 
ply with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  upon 
which  the  said  franchise  or  right  are  hereby 
granted,  said  franchise  or  right  shall  be  and  be- 
come wholly  null  and  void. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  track  on  said 
street,  adjust  its  said  track  to  the  grade  of  such 
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street,  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
established  by  law,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense 
keep  the  spare  between  the  said  track  and  for 
two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough  re- 
pair, and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep  the  same 
free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but  with- 
out obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said  street 
on  either  side  of  said  track,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
City  if  and  so  often  as  said  street  shall  be  paved 
or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any  other 
officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law,  the 
t  paving  or  repaying  the  space  between  said 
track  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor

And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by

a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made.

That  if  at  any  time  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  be  removed. 
or  if  the  track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  ac- 
quired  by  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a   municipal   trackage 
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tern,  or  for  any  other  purposes  of  the  municipal- 
ity, then  this  ordinance  shall  be  void,  and  all  the 
franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease 
and  determine  without  compensation  to  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  track  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer, 
and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  said  construc- 
tion and  renewals  thereof,  from  time  to  time, 
shall  be  of  such  character  as  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer shall  designate.

An  ordinance  directing  and  requiring  the  Playing  of 
the  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  by  all  Bands  and  Or- 
chestras at  all  Public  Performances  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  War. 

Whereas,  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner"  is 
universally  recognized  as  the  national  anthem 
of  our  country,  and  has  been  adopted  as  such 
by  both  the  War  and  Navy  Departments  of  our 
country,  and  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  City 
of  Baltimore  was  the  place  of  its  composition, 
and  the  further  fact  that  an  appreciation  of  the 
sentiment  of  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner"  is  a 
part  of  the  patriotic  duty  of  all  citizens,  espe- 
cially at  the  present  time;  Therefore, 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  every  band 
and  orchestra  which  shall  hereafter  play  or 
render  any  musical  composition  at  any  public 
theatrical,  dramatic  or  musical  performance,  or 
any  public  function  or  entertainment  of  any 
kind,  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  shall  play, 
as  the  opening  number  of  every  such  perform- 
ance, entertainment  or  public  function,  "The 
Star  Spangled  Banner."  Any  leader,  band- 
master or  musician  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  Section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  a  fine  not  less  than  Five  Dollars 
($5.00)  nor  more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars

likewise  to  construct  and  maintain  connections  or 
switches  with  or  from  the  said  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Railroad  Company's  track  on  Pratt  Street,  into  the 
property  of  the  Washington,  Baltimore  &  Annapolis 
Electric  Railroad  Company,  located  on  the  north 
side  of  Pratt  Street,  between  Eutaw  and  Howard 
Streets,  and  to  construct  and  maintain  the  necessary 
poles  and  wires  over  and  along  said  connections,  and 
over  and  along  the  said  Baltimore  &  Ohio  track  on 
Pratt  Street,  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  west  side 
of  Greene  Street,  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  east  side 
of  Howard  Street,  and  to  operate  and  maintain  an 
electric  Railway  thereon,  the  right  to  use  said  Bal- 
timore &  Ohio  track  on  Pratt  Street,  between  the 
points  above  named,  to  be  subject  to  an  agreement 
between  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
and  the  said  Washington.

at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Pratt  Street,  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  with  the  single  track  of  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  located 
on  Pratt  Street,  and  two  tracks  connecting  the 
said  Baltimore  ■  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company's 
track  on  Pratt  Street  with  the  property  and  the 
tracks  thereon  located,  or  to  be  located  and  con- 
structed, of  the  said  Washington,  Baltimore  & 
Annapolis  Electric  Railroad  Company,  abutting 
on  the  north  side  of  Pratt  Street,  between  Eu- 
taw  and  Howard  Streets,  and  to  erect  and  con- 
struct and  maintain  all  the  necessary  poles,  over- 
head, trolley  wires,  feed  wires  and  overhead 
construction  upon  the  bed  of  Pratt  Street,  from 
a-point  at  or  near  the  west  side  of  Greene  Street, 
to  a  point  at  or  near  the  east  side  of  Howard 
Street,  and  over  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad 
Company's  track  on  Pratt  Street,  and  over  the 
connections  herein  authorized,  and  to  operate 
its  electric  railway,  cars  and  equipment  over 
said  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company's 
track  on  Pratt  Street,  and  over  said  connections, 
said  cars  and  equipment  to  be  propelled  by  elec- 
tricity or  other  improved  motor  power  other 
than  steam,  provided  that  the  right  or  authority 
to  connect  with  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad 
Company's  track,  or  to  use  the  same,  shall  be 
dependent  upon  making  of  an  agreement  to  be 
entered  into  by  and  between  the  Washington, 
Baltimore  &  Annapolis  Electric  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany; said  agreement,  however,  may  be  here-

Section  2 — And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
said  Washington,  Baltimore  &  Annapolis  Elec- 
tric Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down 
or  relaying  down,  from  time  to  time,  tracks  or 
connections  which  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay 
down  on  said  streets,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to 
the  grades  of  said  streets  or  either  of  them  as 
the  same  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  estab- 
lished by  law,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense, 
keep  the  space  between  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  constructed  and  maintained,  and  ex- 
tending for  a  distance  of  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof,  in  thorough  repair,  and  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or 
other  obstruction,  but  without  obstructing  the 
other  portions  of  said  streets  on  either  side  of 
said  tracks,  and  shall,  pay  to  the  City  if  and  so 
often  as  said  streets,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be 
paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and  agents,  or  any 
other  officers  or  agents  duly  authorized  by  law, 
the  cost  of  paving  or  repaving  the  space  between 
said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof. 

Section  3 — And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
said  railway  tracks  or  connections  herein  au- 
thorized shall  be  built  under  the  supervision, 
and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways 
Engineer,  and  the  rails  that  shall  be  used  in 
the  said  construction  and  renewals  thereof  from 
time  to  time  shall  be  of  such  character  as  the 
Highways  Engineer  shall  designate,  and  to  be 
constructed  and  laid  down  so  as  not  to^obstruct 
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and  impede  the  free  flow  of  water  across  the 
streets,  or  down  the  gutters  thereof,  and  as  not 
to  interfere  with  or  encroach  upon  the  sidewalks 
or  gutters  now  laid  out,  existing  upon  aud  in 
the  streets  above  named,  except  as  herein  au- 
thorized; that  in  laying  down  said  railway 
tracks  the  Company  shall  conform  to  the  grade 
of  the  streets  upon  which  said  tracks  shall  be 
laid,  as  the  same  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
established  by  law;  and  that  no  one  shall  be 
allowed  to  use  or  run  vehicles  on  the  said  rail- 
way tracks  herein  authorized,  to  the  hindrance 
and  delay  of  the  cars  thereon,  and  all  persons 
who  upon  the  call  or  signal  of  the  niotorman, 
conductor  or  other  person  in  charge  of  a  car 
passing  on  its  route,  shall  neglect  or  wilfully 
refuse  to  vacate  said  track,  shall  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  dollars,  or  more  than 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  oifense,  to 
be  collected  conformably  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  relating  to  fines. 

Section  4 — And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by expressly  reserves  the  right  and  duty,  at  all 
times,  to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation  and 
control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  grant  hereby  made  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  rights  hereof,  and  that  said  rights  and 
franchises  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  six 
months  after  the  grant,  as  provided  in  Section 
37  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  General 
Laws  of  Maryland,  title  "City  of  Baltimore" 
sub-title  "Charter,"  and  the  rights  and  fran- 
chises herein  granted  to  the  Washington,  Balti- 
more &  Annapolis  Electric  Railroad  Company 
shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  same 
period,   and  subject  to  the  same  right  of  re- 
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newal  and  other  conditions  set  forth  and  pro. 
vided  in  Section  10  of  an  Ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved 
April  27th  1906,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
terms  of  this  Ordinance,  granting  certain  rights 
to  the  Baltimore  Terminal  Company  and  others. 

Section  5 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by  the  gran- 
tee its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any  of  the 
terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made  shall  operate  as 
a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made  which 
shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that 
nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Section  6 — And  be  it  further  ordained  that, 
in  consideration  of  the  rights  hereinbefore  grant- 
ed the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  within  ten  (10)  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  all  expenses 
of  advertising  and  % the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Two  Hundred  and  Fifty-six  Dollars  and  Eighty 
Cents  ($1,256.80)  and  a  like  sum  of  One  Thou- 
sand Two  Hundred  and  Fifty-six  Dollars  and 
Eighty  Cents  ($1,256.80)  annually  in  advance 
during  the  term  of  the  grant  hereby  made  so 
long  as  the  franchises  hereby  granted  are  exer- 
cised.

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  close  Callender  Alley 
between  Clifford  Street  and  Ramsay  Street  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets,  on  the 
ninth  day  of  November  1917,  and  now  on  file  in 
said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  ( 'it i)  Council  of  Baltimore  that  the  Commis- 
sioners for  Opening  Streets  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
close  Callender  Alley  with  a  width  of  twenty 
(20)  feet  from  Clifford  Street  to  Ramsay 
Street.  The  land  hereby  directed  to  be  con- 
demned for  closing  being  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  south  side  of 
Ramsay  Street  at  the  distance  of  162  feet  east- 
erly from  the  southeast  corner  of  Ramsay  Street 
and  Poppleton  Street,  and  running  thence  east- 
erly binding  on  the  south  side  of  Ramsay  Street

An  ordinance  to  protect  the  Public  in  the  use  of  the 
terms  "Baltimore  Symphony  Orchestra"  and  Mu- 
nicipal Band. 

Whebeas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  for  several  seasons  past,  have  pro- 
vided for  concerts  on  the  public  highways,  at 
the  expense  of  the  public,  for  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  public,  and  the  band  so  em- 
ployed by  the  public  to  give  such  concerts  has 
become  known  as  the  Municipal  Band;  and 

Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  have  also  similarly  provided  for  the 
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giving  of  symphony  concerts^  within  reach  of  the 
general  public,  by  the  payment  of  a  part  of  the 
expense  by  the  public,  and  these  concerts  have 
come  to  be  known  under  the  name  "Baltimore 
Symphony  Orchestra."     Now,  Therefore: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  no  person, 
association  or  corporation  shall  hereafter  give 
any  musical  concert  or  performance  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore  under  the  name  or  title  of 
the  Municipal  Band,  or  Baltimore  Band,  or  City 
Band,  or  under  the  title  Baltimore  Symphony 
Orchestra,  or  any  similar  title,  which  would  give 
the  impression  that  the  concert,  or  symphony, 
or  musical  performance,  was  being  given  by,  or 
under  the  auspices  of,  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  any  person,  association  or 
corporation  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  jiyq  dollars  ($5.00) 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00), 
to  be  imposed  and  collected  as  other  penalties 
imposed  by  ordinance.

Arches  under  the  Hanover  Street  Bridge,  and  fitting 
up  the  same  for  use  by  certain  Boat  Clubs,  and  the 
making  of  an  agreement  with  said  Boat  Cl-uhs  for 
such  use. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  High-

to  enclose  and  fit  up,  for  the  use  of  the  boat 
clubs  hereinafter  mentioned,  at  a  total  expense 
not  exceeding  the  $25,000  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates  for 
1918,  all  the  spaces  under  the  arches  of  the 
Hanover  street  bridge  between  the  end  of  the 
solid  fill  at  the  foot  of  Hanover  street  and  the 
waters  of  the  Middle  Branch,  except  the  space 
under  the  first  arch  next  to  the  solid  fill.  The 
plans  for  said  enclosures  and  improvements  shall 
be  such  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
Arundel  Boat  Club.  Corinthian  Yacht  Club^ 
Maryland  Motor  Boat  Club  and  the  Ariel  Row- 
ing Club  and  the  Highways  Engineer,  and  ap-

thereafter. 
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Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  non-compliance  at  any  time  or  times  by  the 
grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns,  with  any  of  the 
terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall  operate 
as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  which 
shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that 
nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a 
waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made.

Beginning  for  the  centre  line  <>i'  said  track  at 
a  point  on  the  track  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  a-  now  constructed  in  the 
bed  of  South  Howard  Streel    11    feel  south  of 
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the  south  building  line  of  Lee  Street,  and  run- 
ning thence  northerly,  by  a  curve  to  the  left 
with  a  radius  of  211.62  feet,  the  distance  of  86 
feet  to  a  point  31  feet  west  of  the  east  building 
line  of  South  Howard  Street,  and  thence  north- 
erly by  a  straight  line  parallel  to  and  31  feet 
west  of  the  east  building  line  of  South  Howard 
Street  the  distance  of  1000  feet  to  a  point  160 
feet  north  of  the  north  building  line  of  Conway 
Street.

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  open  Crawford  Street 
from  the  east  side  of  Greenmount  Avenue  to  the 
west  side  of  Star  Lane  in  accordance  with  a  plat 
thereof  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Commissioners  for 
Opening  Streets,  on  the  Sixteenth  day  of  March, 
1917,  and  now  on  file  in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
open  Crawford  Street  with  a  width  of  53.53 
feet  from  the  East  side  of  Greenmount  Avenue 
to  the  West  side  of  Star  Lane;  the  land  hereby 
directed  to  be  condemned  for  said  Crawford 
Street  being  described  as  follow- : 

Beginning  for  the  same  on  the  easternmost 
side  of  Greenmount  avenue  at  the  distance  of 
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133.10  feet  southerly  from  the  southeast  comer 
of  Greenmount  avenue  and  Thirty-fourth  street. 
said  beginning  being  at  the  intersection  of  the 

easternmost  side  of  Greenmount  avenue  and  the 
northernmost  outline  of  the  land  conveyed  from 
Karl  A.  M.  Scholtz  to  Morris  Franklin  and 
others  by  deed  dated  Oct.  31,  191(5,  and  record- 
ed in  Liber  S.  <  .

An  ordinance  providing  for  the  regulation  of  hotels, 
rooming  houses  and  lodging  houses  within  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  and  providing  penalties  for  violation 
thereof. 

Section  1 — Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  no  person  shall 
conduct,  keep,  manage,  operate  or  cause  to  be 
conducted,  kept,  managed  or  operated,  either  as 
owner,  leasee,  agent  or  in  any  other  capacity, 
any  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house,  with- 
in the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
without  having  first  obtained  a  permit  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  of  Baltimore  City  en- 
titling him  to  do  so. 

Section  2 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  word 
"person"  shall  mean  and  include  natural  per- 
sons, copartnerships,  corporations  and  associa- 
tions, and  shall  include  persons  of  both  sexo<. 

Section  3 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  a  hotel,  room- 
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ing  house  or  lodging  house  shall  be  and  is 
deemed  to  be  any  house  or  building  containing 
five  (5)  or  more  furnished  rooms,  which  are 
kept  and  maintained  for  sleeping  or  lodging 
purposes,  and  which  are  offered  to  the  public  for 
rental  or  hire. 

.  Section  4 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Health,  before  granting 
any  permit  hereunder  provided  for,  shall  exam- 
ine into  and  investigate  the  character  and  quali- 
fications of  applicants  therefor. 

Section  5 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
no  permit  shall  be  issued  to  any  person  to  con- 
duct a  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house, 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  unless  such  person 
is  of  ascertained  good  moral  character,  and  when 
application  for  such  permit  is  made  the  appli- 
cant shall  present  himself  in  person  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  and,  at  such  time,  present 
to  such  Commissioner  of  Health  satisfactory 
proof  of  good  moral  character.  When  applica- 
tion for  a  permit  is  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  a 
co-partnership,  corporation  or  association,  such 
application  shall  be  made  by  the  manager,  officer, 
agent  or  other  person  who  will  have  the  charge 
and  management  of  such  hotel,  rooming  house 
or  lodging  house. 

Section  6 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
no  permit  issued  as  in  this  ordinance  provided 
shall  be  transferred  or  assigned. 

Section  7 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
no  persons  to  whom  a  permit  shall  be  issued,  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  shall  suffer  or  per- 
mit the  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house, 
to  which  such  permit  relates,  to  be  used  as  a 
house  of  ill-fame,  brothel,  bawdy  house  or  dis- 
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orderly  house,  for  the  purpose  of  prostitution, 
fornication  or  lewdness ;  or  knowingly  suffer  any 
lascivious  cohabitation,  adultery,  fornication  or 
other  immoral  practice  to  be  carried  on  therein. 

Section  S — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
no  person  to  whom  a  permit  shall  have  been  is- 
sued to  conduct  and  operate  a  hotel,  rooming 
house  or  lodging  house,  shall  in  said  hotel,  room- 
ing house  or  lodging  house  sell,  barter  or  ex- 
change spirituous,  malt  or  vinous  liquors,  or 
knowingly  suffer,  permit  or  allow  any  spiritous, 
malt  or  vinous  liquors  to  be  sold,  bartered  or 
exchanged,  without  first  having  procured  a 
license  authorizing  him  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such 
liquors. 

Section  9 — And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
every  person  to  whom  a  permit  shall  have  been 
issued  to  conduct  a  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodg- 
ing house,  shall,  at  all  times,  keep  a  standard 
hotel  register,  in  which  shall  be  inscribed  the 
names  of  all  guests  or  persons  renting  or  occupy- 
ing rooms  in  such  house;  which  register  shall 
be  signed  by  the  person  renting  a  room  or  rooms, 
or  by  some  one  under  his  direction.  Such  reg- 
istration must  be  made,  and  after  the  name  or 
names  are  so  inscribed  or  registered  the  manager 
of  the  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house,  ot 
his  agent,  shall  write  the  number  of  the  room 
or  rooms  which  such  guest  or  person  is  to  oc- 
cupy, together  with  the  time  when  such  room  is 
rented.  All  of  which  shall  be  done  before  such 
person  is  permitted  to  occupy  such  room  or 
rooms.  Such  register  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  inspection  by  any  guest  of  'the  house  wherein 
such  register  is  kept,  and  to  any  executive  or 
peace  officer  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  of  the 
State  of  Maryland. 
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Section  10 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  write 
or  cause  to  be  written  in  any  hotel  register,  any 
other  or  different  name  than  the  true  name  of 
such  person  or  the  name  by  wThich  such  person 
is  generally  known. 

Section  11 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  no  room  shall  be  assigned  to  two  persons 
of  the  opposite  sex,  except  in  the  case  of  chil- 
dren accompanied  by  parent  or  guardian,  unless 
such  persons  shall  be  registered  as  husband  and 
wife. 

Section  12 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  any  person  to  whom  a  permit  shall  have 
been  issued,  as  provided  in  this  ordinance,  shall 
cause  each  sleeping  room  and  apartment  in  such  . 
hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging  house,  to  which 
such  permit  relates,  to  be  numbered  in  a  plain 
and  conspicious  manner,  the  number  to  be 
placed  on  the  outside  of  the  door  to  such  room, 
and  no  two  doors  shall  bear  the  same  number. 

Section  13 — And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  where  a  permit  shall  have  been  issued  to 
any  co-partnership,  corporation,  or  association 
to  conduct  a  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodging 
house,  any  person  having  charge,  management 
or  control  of  such  hotel,  rooming  house  or  lodg- 
ing house,  shall  be  liable  to  prosecution  for  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

of  gaming  or  sport  on  the  Sabbath  Day,  shall, 
for  every  individual  so  permitted  to  offend,  pay 
Ten  dollars. 

(b)  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance,  however, 
shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  or  penalizing 
the  playing  in  the  public  parks,  private  parks 
on  the  grounds  of  organized  or  incorporated 
clubs  and  on  open  lots  on  Sunday  of  the  games 
of  baseball,  golf,  lawn-tennis,  croquet,  basket- 
ball, football,  lacrosse,  quoits,  soccer  and  field  • 
and  track  exercises;  provided  that  any  of  the 
games  enumerated  in  this  paragraph  "(&)"  are 
played  on  Sunday  between  the  hours  of  2  P.  M. 
and  7  P.  M. ;  and  provided  further  that  such 
games  are  played  in  neighborhoods  where  they 
shall  not  cause  a  disturbance  of  the  public 
peace ;  and  provided  that  such  games  shall  not 
be  played  within  one  hundred  (100)  yards  of 
any  place  of  worship  where  services  are  being 
held ;  and  provided  further  that  no  admission 
fee  whatsoever  to  such  games  shall  be  charged. 

In  the  event  a  person  violates  any  of  the 
aforesaid  provisions  of  this  paragraph  "(&)", 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
for  each  and  every  offense  thereof,  he  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  from  Five  to  Five  hundred 
dollars,  the  said  fine  to  be  collected  as  other  fines 


(c)  And  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  as  prohibiting  or  penalizing  the  play- 
ing of  any  game  of  golf,  lawn  tennis,  croquet  or 
quoits  at  any  time  on  Sunday,  provided  such 
game  be  played  on  private  grounds  with  the

consent  of  the  owner  or  custodian  of  such 
grounds,  and  for  exercise  or  recreation  only, 
and  that  not  more  than  four  persons  play  to- 
gether in  such  game,  and  that  such  game  be  not 
played  within  one  hundred  yards  of  any  place 
of  worship  where  services  are  being  held,  and 
be  not  so  played  as  to  cause  a  disturbance  of  the 
public  peace,  and  that  no  person  who  may  be 
permitted  to  see  such  game  be  charged  any  fee 
for  such  privilege;  the  meaning  of  the  words 
"private  grounds/''  as  herein  used,  being 
grounds  which  are  privately  owned  as  distin- 
guished from  grounds  which  are  publicly  owned 
or  which  have  been  dedicated  to  public  use. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
to  Construct,  Maintain  and  Operate  a  Switch  in 
connection  with  its  Eastern  Track  as  now  located 
on  South  Central  Avenue,  to  run  thence  to  John 
Bannon's  property  situated  at  No.  15,  17,  19  and  21 
South  Central  Avenue,  to  intersect  the  east  building 
line  of  South  Central  Avenue  at  a  point  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  feet  (153)  South  of  East  Balti- 
more Street. 

Section   1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  MaJ^or 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  switch  to  connect  with  the  eastern  track  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  as  now  located 
on  South  Central  Avenue,  beginning  at  a  point 
approximately  forty-four  (44)  feet  south  of  the 
south  building  line  of  Baltimore  Street;  to  run 
thence  by  a  curve  to  the  southeast,  with  a  radius 
of  one  hundred  and  seventy  five  (175)  feet  into 
the  premises  of  John  Bannon  at  15,  17,  10  and 
21  South  Central  Avenue,  which  is  shown  on 
the  plat  hereto  annexed  and  made  a  part  of  this 
Ordinance,  and  described  as  follows: 
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Beginning  for  the  same  with  a  switch  located

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advertising  and  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and 
twenty-four  ($124.00)  Dollars  and  a  like  sum 
of  One  Hundred  and  twenty-four  ($124.00) 
Dollars  annually  thereafter. 

Section  5,  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down,  from  time  to
